History of the United States from the Discovery 
of the American Continent. By George 
Bancroft. Vol. X. (Sampson Low & Co.; 
Boston, U.S., Little, Brown & Co.) 

Ir a big history is a good history, then Mr. 

Bancroft iscertainly superiorto Mr. Prescott, and 

may be looked upon as the most eminent Ameri- 

can Historian of the century. This is the tenth 
volume of his work, and yet at the close of 
it we find ourselves no further than the termi- 
nation of the American War of Independence. 
Forty years have elapsed since Mr. Bancroft, 
at the age of thirty-four, published the first 
yolume of the present work. We are told this 
is, perhaps, the last volume we shall have ; but 
if it is not, and the task is to be accomplished 
at the same rate, and Mr. Bancroft’s descen- 
dants, inspired by his ambition, accept his 
literary legacy, the year 2000 will scarcely see 
the History of the United States brought down 
to the conclusion of the war between the North 
and South. Mr. Bancroft holds a considerable 
place in the world of letters; and though we 
have often borne testimony to the merits of 
his work, we doubt whether posterity will 
esteem his reputation as highly as do his con- 
temporaries. The greater part of the volume 
before us is taken up with observations on 

European politics, nearly two chapters being 

devoted to a history of the development of 

the German tribes into the German Empire. 

Surely, under the circumstances, Mr. Bancroft 

might have abstained from padding his already 

bulky book with essays on extraneous subjects. 

The volume before us embraces the years 
1778—82. During that time, the English 
might, probably, if we may judge of matters 
from a military point of view, have sub- 
dued the colonists, had but ordinary skill 
been shown. Of vigour of a spasmodic sort 
there was occasionally plenty, but there was a 
want of concentration of resources, of combina- 
tion of efforts, which rendered victories useless. 
Certainly the Americans did not owe their 
triumph to their own sustained endeavours. 
Had it not been for the assistance of the 
French and the folly of the English, they 
must, in the long run, have been conquered,— 
and a grievous misfortune for the mother- 
country would her success have been. 

That great gallantry was often shown 
by the Americans, no one can deny; but the 
insubordinate conduct of some of the militia 
corps, the flight to their homes of whole bat- 
talions, after an unsuccessful action, and the 
enormous bribes they required to induce them 
to take service, say little for the patriotism 
of a portion of the population. All this Mr. 
Bancroft shows. The folly of our own com- 
manders, on the other hand, exceeds belief. They 
seemed to have no notion of conciliation, and 
appeared to wish to drive every inhabitant of 
the country into the ranks of their opponents. 
Still we believe that Mr. Bancroft has been 
unjust to the British army, and especially Lord 
Rawdon—afterwards Lord Moira—and Lord 
Cornwallis. According to him, these two, with 
almost every other officer who held the king’s 
commission, acted like brigands, faithless and 
cruel to even the loyalists, burning, plunder- 





ing, and murdering, without scruple or remorse. 
In short, he can scarcely find language suffi- 
ciently vituperative to express his abhorrence 
of them. ‘That the leaders were too severe, 
and that some partisan chiefs committed inde- 
fensible excesses, is perfectly true; but it 
must be remembered that the American colo- 
nists waged war in a guerilla fashion. Most 
of the fighting on their side was done by 
bodies of militia or volunteers, who fought 
in small bands, and returned to their homes 
almost whenever they pleased. Mr. Bancroft 
speaks, and the Americans of that day talked, of 
regiments, brigades, and divisions, but the terms 
were totally inapplicable to the diminutive 
and raw levies thus dignified. It is hardly too 
much to say that had Clinton, previous to the 
capitulation of York Town, united all his 
forces to those under Cornwallis, and under- 
taken a systematic campaign, conciliating, at 
the time, the inhabitants of the occupied dis- 
tricts, he might, even then, have emerged 
triumphant from the straggle. Among the 
bulk of the people there was indignation at 
their sufferings and the behaviour of the 
English Government and generals, but little 
ardour, The state of the American forces was 
lamentable. The soldiers often marched bare- 
footed. In May, 1781, the pay was five months 
in arrears. ‘“ For a long time the troops re- 
ceived only from one-half to one-eighth of a 
ration of meat, and for several days were with- 
out a single pound of it.” Two regiments, worn 
out by their sufferings, assembled under arms, 
with the declared intention of returning to 
their homes, and were with difficulty pre- 
vented by Washington from carrying out their 
purpose. In numbers, also, they were weak. 
Had one-half the troops employed eventually 
been at first sent out, and employed in one 
harmonious series of operations under an able 
general, America must, we suspect, have yielded, 
in spite of the ability of Washington. 

The war was utterly mismanaged by the 
British : they took none of the precautions 
so necessary in dealing with irregular forces 
like the undisciplined bands which assumed 
the names of armies; their tactics were not 
adapted to the nature of the ground and the 
enemy, and consequently our arms suffered many 
serious reverses. We are, however, induced 
to think that Mr. Bancroft, writing naturally 
enough in a spirit which does more honour to his 
patriotism than his impartiality, has frequently 
exaggerated our reverses, and claimed for his 
countrymen victories which they never won. 
In 1778, Clinton, retiring from Philadelphia 
to New York, was attacked by a portion of 
Washington’s army, under Lee, near Mon- 
mouth. Why Washington did not bring all his 
troops into action is not explained, and seems 
something like a mistake on his part. Be that 
as it may, Mr. Bancroft admits that the 
Americans were, in the earlier part of the day, 
thoroughly beaten. He maintains, however, 
that the fault was Lee’s, and that Washington 
coming up restored the fortunes of the fight, 
and, after a brisk action, compelled the British 
to retreat. To us it appears that Clinton 
merely fought a rear-guard action, and, having 
checked the Americans, continued his retreat, 
thus accomplishing his object. If Clinton 
were defeated, how was it that Washington 
did not pursue him? Besides, in Sir Frederick 
Hamilton’s ‘ History of the GrenadierGuards,’— 
a work conspicuous for impartiality and patient 








research, —it is expressly stated that the Ameri- 
cans were driven off the field, and that Clinton 
continued his march unmolested. Mr. Bancroft 
says that the Grenadiers and Guards “turned 
and fled,” but rallied and returned to the 
attack, when they were again re “ with 
great slaughter”; yet the loss of the British 
was only 223 killed and wounded, the Guards 
having but two officers wounded. Under 
these circumstances we are induced to believe 
that Mr. Bancroft has given an incorrect 
account of the action. 

This is nct a solitary instance in which Mr. 
Bancroft has, we think, been led away by his 
sympathies. When Charleston was taken, 6,000 
prisoners fell into the hands of Clinton. Mr, 
Bancroft tries to extenuate the greatness of the 
disaster, implies that the garrison was little 
over 3,000 men, and asserts that the British 
numbered 13,000, whereas they were little more 
than 8,000. He explains away the number of 
prisoners, which he says were alleged to be more 
than 5,000, by accusing Clinton of counting 
among his captives all male adults, including 
even the aged, infirm, and the loyalists. The 
battle of Guildford Court House, where Corn- 
wallis thoroughly defeated Greene, is more 
accurately described, though Mr. Bancroft’s 
account does not, as regards numbers, 
tally with the British versions of the 
affair. According to the latter, the strength 
of the Americans was between 5,000 and 
7,000, while Mr. Bancroft asserts that it was 
less than 4,000. Mr. Bancroft also gives the 
loss of the British in killed and wounded as 
570, whereas it was only 506, besides 26 
missing. The total strength of the British 
was 1,445; Mr. Bancroft says vaguely it was 
“less than nineteen hundred.” The capitu- 
lation of Cornwallis at York Town was 
certainly a blot on the military reputation 
of Cornwallis, who displayed little energy 
or fertility of resource on the occasion. 
More blame is, however, due to Clinton, who, 
though warned in time by Cornwallis of his 
critical position, failed to send him succour 
till too late. It is some consolation to our 
wounded military pride to reflect that the suc- 
cess of the siege was due greatly to the French, 
whose force, Mr. Bancroft states, amounted to 
7,000 disciplined troops and 37 ships of the line, 
while the Americans contributed 9,000 men, of 
whom only 5,500 were regulars, and not a single 
ship of the line. The strength of the garrison 
at the commencement of the siege was 840 
sailors and 7,600 soldiers, among the latter 
being four battalions of foreign mercenaries. 
The capitulation was a terrible blow to Eng- 
land, and contributed more than anything else 
to bring about the peace, which was signed 
the following year. 

We cannot omit to notice the André affair, 
always a delicate matter to handle, and which 
Mr. Bancroft somewhat affectedly calls the 
“Complot of Sir Henry Clinton and Arnold.” 
Our author maintains that in the whole 
business Washington’s conduct was beyond all 
praise, and that of the British commander most 
discreditable. To our mind, it was a transaction 
which reflected little credit on anyone. It islegi- 
timate for a General to profit by the treachery of 
any of his opponents, and considering that Clin- 
ton was engaged in putting down what was tech- 
cally a rebellion, he cannot be severely blamed 
for trying to turn to account the baseness of 
Arnold. To carry on intrigues, however, under 
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. will doubtless find many readers. 
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cover of a flag of truce was unworthy of a 
British officer. As to André, if he had been 
caught, in disguise, within the enemy's lines, 
death would have been, in accordance with all 
the laws of war, a perfectly justifiable punish- 
ment to beinflicted upon him. But Mr. Bancroft 
admits that when André was captured he was 
outside the American lines, and in a district 
overrun by the partisans of both armies. A 
generous foe might have given him the benefit 
of the doubt; Washington, however, did not 
do so, and, in the critical position in which he 
was placed, he is hardly to be blamed ; but 
he need not have refused the earnest request 
of the young officer that he might at least die a 
soldier's death. Washington persisted in hang- 
ing his luckless captive, and we cannot see 
the necessity for his determination. 

Several chapters of this volume are devoted 
to the difficulties of the leaders of the colonists, 
and especially to those connected with money. 
There are also many suggestive passages about 
the slave question. The volume, however, as a 
whole, is tame, discursive, and in bad taste. 
In matters of language Mr. Bancroft has become 
a great offender. He manufactures many words 
which his literary position by no means 
entitles him to foist on the English language; 
and, as we have remarked in reviewing his 
previous volumes, his style is not well suited 
to the description of military operations, so that 
this instalment of his History cannot claim to 
be so successful a composition as its pre- 
decessors. 








MORE NEW FRENCH NOVELS.

THE books which we have this week to notice 
are all of them newly published within the 
last ten days, and have all of them “made 
sensation,” as our neighours say. M. Zola 
gives us a new volume on the same plan as 
one which he wrote a year ago, and is not 
M. Zola the “Young Balzac,” according to 
his admirers? M. Alphonse Daudet is also 
a man with friends. MM. Erckmann and 
Chatrian are writers whose books are always 
welcome, and ‘Les Diaboliques’ and ‘Sans 
Queue ni Téte,’ though only just out, are 
having a large sale. ‘Le Brigadier Frédéric’ 
is rather too much a repetition of MM. Erck- 
mann and Chatrian’s last war-stories. It is 
well written, of course, but the authors must 
find new ground, or their reputation will 
suffer. ‘Sans Queue ni Téte’ is a collection 
of short stories, which has no attraction for us. 
‘Fromont Jeune et Risler Ainé’ is a novel on 
the “faut-il la tuer” question. In spite of 
M. About’s praise in his letter of last week 
to us, we are forced to declare that we find it 
a little confused, but it will probably have 
a success. Cynical and sensual, though un- 
doubtedly artistic, M. Zola’s naughty stories 
They are 
not all indecent, but the worst come first. 
M. D’Aurevilly’s stories are as ‘ diabolical ” 
as their title implies. He and M. Zola seem 








to be trying against each other which of them 
can most outrage propriety. All these books, 


except ‘Le Brigadier Frédéric,’ are unhealthy: 


in tone; but it is worthy of remark that the 
writers the most read in France, viz., MM. 
Erckmann-Chatrian and Jules Verne, are the 
healthiest romance writers of France, so that, 
after all, it is not indecency which “ pays” 
the best. 








Chronicon Anglie, ab Anno 1328 usque ad 
Annum 1388, auctore Monacho quodam 
Sancti Albani. Edited by Edward Maunde 
Thompson. (Longmans & Co.) 


THE book before us forms the sixty-fourth 
separate work issued in a series which num- 
bers already upwards of a hundred and ten 
separate volumes. These, as is natural, are 
of very different values. There are many 
which are of little or no use to the medizval 
inquirer, but there are far more of great im- 
portance to him, and among the latter we 
are happy to rank Mr. Thompson’s edition of 
‘an anonymous Chronicle. The official position 
enjoyed by the editor has placed him face to 
face with the untold treasures of the past 
history of our country, while the self- 
imposed labours he has undertaken in the 
formation of the new Classical Catalogue 
of Chronicles have rendered him peculiarly 
fitted, first to discover, and subsequently to 
edit a new chronicle of medizval history for 
those who study that branch of knowledge. 
The story of the way in which he first sus- 
pected, and finally proved the Harley Manu- 
script, 3634, to be an early edition of Wal- 
singham’s ‘ Historia Anglicana,’ is lucidly told 
in the Introduction, from which it appears 
that this Manuscript had been, up to his time, 
utterly neglected by historical inquirers. Why 
it is that people of fair ability, and professedly 
engaged upon a particular and critical search 
for a definite object, frequently shut their 
eyes to the importance of investigating for 
themselves, and with their own eyes, instead 
of trusting to imperfect evidence prepared for 
them by other people, it is difficult to make out. 
But while Mr. Thompson’s text ought to be in 
large type throughout, according to the Record 
Office rule with first editions, a great portion 
of it, having been printed in a certain way 
before by Mr. Riley in his edition of Thomas 
Walsingham’s ‘ Historia Anglicana,’ has been 
printed in small type, to the detriment and 
confusion of the text before us, which really 
deserved a uniform appearance in print. Mr. 
Thompson has had to deal with a difficult and 
intricate subject. Given, a fragment of an 
anonymous chronicle, it is required to find the 
remainder of it. This really means personally 
turning over thousands upon thousands of 
manuscript folios, not only at the British 
Museum, but in the other repositories of such 
objects which our country possesses. In his 
researches at the Bodleian Library, Oxford, Mr. 
Thompson was fortunate enough to find his toil 
rewarded by the actual discovery of the whole 
of the portions required to make up the entire 
manuscript, which, in his volume, is repro- 
duced for the delectation of such readers as 
are able to follow the complex and obscurely 
narrated events relating to one of England’s 
most remarkable kings, Edward the Third, 
and to the political doings of his feeble-minded 
successor, Richard the Second.

torical manuscripts, and shows in an ej. 
nently practical way the difficulties such 
relics present to a real student, the Widenegg 
of the range they themselves occupy, and the 
peculiar method by which alone any light ma 

be thrown with profit upon their origin. The 
Harley manuscript, which we have now under 
consideration, was once the property of the re. 
nowned Archbishop of Canterbury, Matthew 
Parker, and passed through the hands of his 
equally well-knownsecretary, John Josceline, by 
whom it was described in his ‘Catalogus Historj- 
corum.’ This manuscript Chronicle, though 
wanting certain commencing chapters, gives 
a regular sequence of events from .p. 1328 
to A.D. 1370, and 1376 to 1388, but for some 
private reason the history of the next five 
years is entirely omitted. This omission Mr, 
Thompson lays to the fault of the scribe ; we 
are more inclined to lay it to an evident 
intention on the part of the scribe’s master, 
From certain indications, Mr. Thompson was 
led to examine all the available copies of 
Higden’s ‘ Polychronicon,’ a stock text of 
medizval chroniclers, many of whom, in the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries, had a vicious 
habit of “continuating” that hackneyed pro- 
duction with contemporary appendages of their 
own composition. This examination having 
been made, a copy of Higden’s work numbered 
in the Bodleian Library MS. 316, proved to 
contain, along with other historical matter, 
the missing chapters of the commencement of 
the Chronicle, and what is more remarkable 
still is, that a comparison of the handwritings 
of these portions showed that the sequent 
parts of the Harley and Bodley MSS. formed 
originally parts of but one and the same 
book. The reasons for this cutting-up and 
re-arrangement are not’ difficult of conjecture, 
nor are other examples of the same 
treatment wanting. It is well known 
that authors, in times bygone, like some of 
their class in our own more modern age, were 
not insusceptible of political feelings, and 
personal ambition entered quite as much 
into their motives as it does with our 
own historians. Long before this anony- 
mous fourteenth century monk of one of 
England’s most influential centres of regular 
monachism had found himself constrained by 
changed interest or dynastic mutations to vary 
or suppress the published expression of his 
political convictions, another writer, a man, 
too, of far finer and rarer mould, William 
of Malmesbury, the most advanced of his 
Order in thought and feeling, and in all 
that went to make up culture in a literary 
monk of the early twelfth century, had done 
the same thing with his own opinions on 
secular and religious affairs as we read them 
set forth in his ‘Gesta Regum’ and ‘Gesta 
Pontificum’; he, indeed, scraped out with 
his own hands, as he confesses, from copies 
of the first edition (but not before some of 
them were beyond his recall), all matter likely 
to offend persons with whom his changed 
circumstances had thrown him into closer 
contact, and so secured for future transerip- 
tions, or virtually second editions, new sen- 
tences, if not so true, at least more in har- 
mony with the changed current of popular 
feeling and the bent of general taste. Un- 
fortunately for William we have copies 
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of both the original and the emendations. 
In the anonymous Chronicle of St. Alban’s, 
which Mr. Thompson has set before us, 
a portion of the text has been similarly 
treated. In this case, Thomas of Woodstock, 
Duke of Gloucester, sixth son of Edward the 
Third, and a younger brother of the celebrated 
John of Gaunt, was the original owner of the 
Bodleian MS., and it is hardly to be supposed 
that the Duke would have tolerated any such 
scurrilous attacks upon his brother as are to be 
found in the Harley MS., much less that he 
would have encouraged their production. Hence 
the alteration, suppression, and general toning 
down of the objectionable passages, and the 
piecing together of parts of one composition 
with part of another to avoid offence. Here 
a comparison is happily possible through the 
help of the two Museum MSS., Cotton Faustina 
B. ix. and Royal B. E. ix., the latter containing 
the mild substitution, the former, with the 
Bodleian MS., preserving the original language 
of the Chronicle. With regard to the discre- 
pancies exhibited in these two editions Mr. 
Thompson says :— 

“From this point [the beginning of the reign 
of Richard the Second] down to the year 1382, 
the two texts running together, the collation ex- 
plains word for word the erasures, alterations, and 
suppressions which occur in the Royal MS. In 
almost every case it is some offensive word or 
expression, levelled at the conduct of the Duke 
of Lancaster, that is altered. The greatest care is 
taken to remove every ‘offendiculum,’ and the 
ingenuity often displayed in replacing unpleasant 
words, or even parts of words, by others of a more 
flattering character, is proof of the dread which 
the monks of St. Alban’s had of falling under the 
displeasure of the new Lancastrian king. For 
that such fear was a principal motive to impel 
them thus to re-write their opinions of Henry the 
Fourth’s father is evident from the period of the 
alterations, which appear to have been made 
directly after the book was written, at the begin- 
ning of the 15th century, many of the corrections 
being in the handwriting of the original scribe.” 


When we pass to the actual contents of the 
Chronicle, for which Mr. Thompson rejects the 
theory that it is the work of Walsingham, but 
believes rather that that author drew largely 
upon it for his History, we find that the prin- 
cipal points of interest range around the years 
1376-1378, and from the newcomplexion given 
to many events, much of the generally received 
accounts of those three years will have to be 
re-castand modified by future historians. Of the 
multitude of characters whose names and doings 
flit across the pages as we read, there stand 
out prominently John Wycliffe, Henry Percy 
afterwards Karl of Northumberland, and Alice 
Perrys, or Perris (the name is spelt, according 
to the original MS., in both ways, but Mr. 
Thompson, from a veneration for convention- 
ality, will persist in calling this medieval 
muliercula, Alice Perrers). All these are the 
objects of abuse on the part of the chronicler, 
but other personages whom he has treated 
with a kindlier pen are the Black Prince, William 
of Wykeham, and Sir Peter de la Mare, 
Speaker of the House of Commons. The Duke 
of Lancaster, Lord Latimer, the King’s Cham- 
berlain, and most of the leading spirits of the 
history have had their characters and positions 
drawn with no feeble hand, and we regret that 
we are unable to reproduce here more than 
a few lines relating to Mistress Alice Perrys, 
who comes in for a full share of the good 
monk’s invective :— 





“Erat in Anglia eadem tempestate [a.p. 1376], 
quedam mulier impudica, meretrix procacissima, 
appellata Alicia cognomento Perrys, genere infima 

. Sed illata fortuna, neque formosa neque 
pulchra, sed qu sciret hos defectus supplere 
blanda lingua. Quam ceca fortuna ad tantum 
fastigium elevavit, ut eam de ancilla et pellice 
cujusdam. .... ad familiaritatem regis plus quam 
debitam promoveret; et adhuc vivente regina, 
eidem ab eodem rege in amore preferret.... 
Que postquam semel regi cepisset illudere, et 
percepisset eundem mente captum, cepit omnia 
injuste exercere, causas falsas manutenere, ubique 
possessiones illicite acquirere, . .. . Hance jam 
toleraverant Anglici multis annis, eo quod regem 
preecordialiter diligerent et eum preecaverunt, 
Etenim inest eis erga regem suum, plus quam altis 
nationibus, naturalis affectio, et quem semel ad- 
miserint ad regale fastigium, semper, licet lesi 
graviter, venerantur.” 

And here we take leave of a work that one 
may well linger over for many an hour. Mr. 
Thompson’s book will take rank with the best 
of the Master of the Rolls’ series, and we 
hope, before long, to have the pleasure of 
looking over another production of his editing 
in the same collection. The book is supple- 
mented by a careful and copious index, with- 
out which, indeed, such a chronicle would lose 
half its charm, and more than half its value. 








The Life of Thomas Fuller, D.D. With 
Notices of his Books, his Kinsmen, and his 
Friends, By John Eglington Bailey. (Lon- 
don, Pickering ; Manchester, Day.) 

(Concluding Notice.) 

In June, 1641, Fuller returned to Broad- 

windsor, where a son was born to him, and 

a few months later his wife died.. Upon this 

he resolved to make the metropolis his home, 

and, leaving one John Pinney in charge of 

Broadwindsor, came up to London about the 

end of 1641. Here he completed his ‘ Holy 

State,’ begun at Broadwindsor, and published 

together with the ‘Profane State’ at Cam- 

bridge, in 1642, This work also proved 
popular, successive editions of it being pub- 
lished in 1648, 1652, and 1663. By some it 
has been regarded as his best work. Cole- 
ridge remarked of the wt shown in it, that 
it was “alike in quantity, quality and per- 

petuity; surpassing that of the wittiest in a 

witty age”; but that it “robbed him of the 

praise not less due to him for an equal supe- 
riority in sound, shrewd, good sense and free- 
dom of intellect.” 

On taking up his permanent abode in 
London, Fuller preached at the Inns of Court, 
and likewise in the Savoy, where he was a 
sort of lecturer or curate, but under what 
exact conditions is not known. In his preach- 
ing he showed so much moderation, with- 
out abandoning his principles, that for some 
time he was not disturbed by the party then 
in the ascendant. His turn, however, at 
length came. The oath of fidelity to the 
Parliament was tendered to him in August, 
1643, and, refusing to take it, he withdrew 
himself “ into the King’s parts,” that is, went 
to Oxford, the head-quarters of the Royalists. 
Here he took up his abode at Lincoln College, 
where he mentions that the charges for living 
were so great that in seventeen weeks he spent 
more than he did in as many years at Cam- 
bridge, “even all that I had.” He was well 
received by the King and his adherents, and 
he preached before the King at St. Mary’s, 
where a brilliant audience assembled to hear 





him. His sermon, however, was not exactly 
to their taste. They expected from him nothing 
but an outburst of loyalty, whereas he coun- 
selled reformation of manners and moderation 
in politics, and he was consequently looked 
upon with suspicion by many of the Cavalier 
party. At the same time, a previous sermon 
of his that he had preached at the Savoy on 
“ Reformation” was attacked in no measured 
terms by the Rev. Mr. Saltmarsh. Fuller 
replied to him in a tract, entitled “Truth 
Maintained,” which he dedicated to his former 
parishioners in the Savoy. The discussion , 
attracted notice. 

Not long after his withdrawal to Oxford, 
Fuller learned of the sequestration of his pro- 
perty. This was a severe blow to him, especially 
the loss of his library and papers. He was only 
one, however, of the learned men who suffered 
in this way in those days, Archbishop Ussher 
and Dr. William Harvey being of the number. 
Reduced from a position of comparative afflu- 
ence to one of poverty, he did not repine over- 
much, considering it only right that he should 
share in the misfortunes of his brethren. What 
he did object to, and properly, was the sus- 
picion with which he was regarded by the 
Royalist party, because he was not so loud- 
tongued as others in the condemnation of his 
opponents. 

Tired of his inactivity, Fuller next became 
one of the army chaplains, a pursuit which he 
followed for the next five years, ¢. e. 1643-47, 
the General to whom he was first attached 
being Sir Ralph Hopton. In the course of 
his duties he was at Basing House, and again 
at Oxford, where he again preached before the 
King ; and then afterwards at Exeter, where 
he was favourably noticed by his sovereign, 
and received the complimentary appointment 
of chaplain to the infant Princess Elizabeth. 
While in Exeter he wrote his ‘Good Thoughts 
in Bad Times,’ and likewise devoted some of 
his time to the compilation of his ‘ Worthies 
of England,’ at the same time preaching regu- 
larly every Sunday to the “ Loyal Citizens.” 
Exeter, however, was besieged and surrendered 
to the Parliamentary forces in April, 1646, 
and a few weeks afterwards Fuller left the 
city. 

Next he proceeded to London, where he 
took shelter with his publisher, John Williams, 
and sent in a petition for the composition of 
his estates. “Fuller,” says Mr. Bailey, ‘‘ duly 
made the composition, He was cautious 
enough to get the countenance of a few men 
of note on the Parliamentary side; and the 
negotiation, though entered into by the witty 
parson with a bad grace, was rendered less 
unpleasant than it might otherwise have 
been.” He now published ‘ Andronicus ; or, the 
Unfortunate Politician: shewing sin slowly 
punished, right surely rescued,’ London, 1646; 
‘The Cause and Cure of a Wounded Heart,’ 
1647; ‘Good Thoughts in Worse Times,’ 1647; 
and ‘A Sermon on Assurance,’ printed in the | 
same year. He also sought employment as 
a preacher; but, being disappointed, went 
down into Northamptonshire, with his little 
son, as the guest of Edward, Lord Montague, 
at Boughton House. Afterwards he paid 
visits to others of his friends; and in March, 
1647, returned to London, where he became 
lecturer at St. Clement’s, Eastcheap. He 
appears, also about the same time, as a preacher 
at St. Dunstan’s in the East. He was not 
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allowed this liberty, however, for more than 
afew months. He was forbidden to preach 
in public ; but some sermons he delivered in 
private, as a notable one ‘On Assurance,’ were 
published in 1648, with a dedication to Sir 
John D’Anvers. 

The execution of Charles in 1649 was an 
event which Fuller deeply deplored. He was 
engaged in the compilation of his ‘ Worthies’ 
at the time, but flung it on one side with the 
exclamation, “For what shall I write of the 
Worthies of England, when this horrid act 
will bring such an infamy upon the whole 
nation, as will ever cloud and darken all its 
former, and suppress its future rising glories ?” 
Time, however, heals wounds, and Fuller, 
some time in 1649, met with some slight con- 
solation on being presented by the Earl of 
Carlisle to the living of Waltham Abbey, in 
Essex. Here he found leisure and friends, 
nor was there any interference with his parish 
ministrations. He composed his ‘ Pisgah-Sight 
of Palestine,’ published in 1650, and in the 
following year he published his ‘Abel Rede- 
vivus’ [sc]. Both works added to his reputa- 
tion. Fuller now also became one of the London 
lecturers, being so appointed for Wednesday 
afternoons to the church of St. Clement's, 
where he had formerly officiated. Subsequently 
he became lecturer at St. Bride’s, and perhaps 
at St. Andrew’s, Holborn, while all the time 
he continued curate of Waltham and chaplain 
to the Earl of Carlisle. It was this prosperous 
state of things, we presume, that emboldened 
him to enter again into the marriage-state. 
His second wife was Mary Roper, of whose 
family, unlike that of his first wife, Fuller 
gives a circumstantial account. 

In 1655 Fuller brought out his ‘Church 
History of Britain,’ which Mr. Bailey desig- 
nates as “unquestionably his greatest work.” 
It was a folio volume of about a thousand 
pages, having appended to it a ‘ History of the 
University of Cambridge’ and a ‘History of 
Waltham Abbey.’ It was quite in the vein 
of his former writings, and was well received. 
Among its admirers was Izaak Walton, of 
whom we read :— 


“When the ‘Church History’ came forth, Walton 
and some of his friends, mayhap in pursuit of 
their favourite pastime on the river Lea, took occa- 
sion to visit Fuller at Waltham. The former, 
Oldys thinks, was then engaged upon his life of 
the ‘ Judicious’ Hooker, and desired information 
concerning him from Fuller as an authority in such 
matters. Knowing how intimate also Walton was 
with many of the Bishops and ancient Clergy, Fuller 
asked him first what he thought of the ‘Church 
History’ himself, and then what reception it had 
met with among his friends. Walton answered 
that he thought it should be acceptable to all 
tempers, because there were in it shades for the 
warm and sunshine for those of cold constitution ; 
that with youthful readers the facetious parts 
would be profitable to make the serious more 
= ; while some reverend old readers might 

cy themselves in his ‘History of the Church’ 
as in a flower-garden, or one full of evergreens.” 
—A delightful bit of criticism truly, not un- 
worthy of “Old Fuller” himself. 

Fuller during his literary labours about this 
time had frequent recourse to Sion College 
Library. Indeed he appears for some time to 
have had rooms or a chamber there. His 
Preface to the ‘Church History’ is dated “from 
my chamber” in Sion College. His ‘ Mixt 
Contemplations in Better Times’ is dated from 
the same place. , 





On the whole, during Oliver’s Protectorate, 
he appears to have escaped without molestation 
from the existing powers, although they 
knew his Royalist predilections. He must 
have understood how to trim his sails and 
steer his bark in that troubled sea of political 
passions. He has sometimes been called a 
time-server, but we rather incline to look upon 
him as one of those prudent, moderate men, 
who with a due regard to his personal safety, 
sought to bring about peace between contend- 
ing factions, and to heal the wounds of a 
bleeding nation. Better this, we think, than, 
like a madman, “to fling about fire” in the 
shape of scathing denunciations of all that 
differed from him in opinion in Church and 
State matters. Once he was summoned before 
the Committee of “Triers” at Whitehall, 
when being ushered into the presence of John 
Howe, who was a remarkably thin, spare per- 
son—Fuller being quite the opposite—he 
addressed Howe as follows: “Sir, you may 
observe that I am a pretty corpulent man, and 
I am to go through a passage that is very 
strait : I beg you would be so good as to give 
me a shove, and help me through.” Howe 
took this appeal in good part, and gave him 
such good advice how to act when called 
before the “Triers” that he passed safely 
through the ordeal. 

In 1658 Fuller was presented by his friend 
George, Lord Berkeley to the living of Cran- 
ford, Hounslow Heath, then, as long after- 
wards, notorious for its highwaymen. It was 
probably the scene of the following anecdote 
told by Fuller :—“ A countryman was riding 
with an unknown traveller (whom he con- 
ceived honest) over a dangerous plain. ‘This 
place,’ said he, ‘is infamous for robbery ; but 
for my own part, though often riding over it 
early and late, I never saw anything worse 
than myself.’ ‘In good time,’ replied the 
other ; and presently demanded his purse and 
robbed him.” 

Here, as in every other benefice that he 
held, Fuller gained the affections of his 
parishioners, and was happy in the society of 
his patron and the neighbouring gentry ; while 
he was near enough to London to permit of 
frequent visits to the Metropolis. 

At the Restoration, Fuller went back to the 
lectureship at the Savoy, much to the delight 
of the parishioners. He was also re-instated 
in his Sarum Prebendary, and was made 
Chaplain Extraordinary to His Majesty. Had 
he lived a few months longer, he would have 
obtained still more substantial preferment. 
Death, however, overtook him. Towards the 
end of the summer of 1661 he had gone to 
Salisbury, “to settle and let his revenue as 
prebend of that deanery.” It was a sickly 
time, and he brought with him to London the 
seeds of a feverish ague. He showed symptoms 
of the disease on the 12th of August, which 
was a Sunday, when, being at dinner, he com- 
plained of a dizziness in his head, and his son 
tried to persuade him to lie down. He was 
engaged, however, to preach a sermon in the 
afternoon at the Savoy, on occasion of the 
marriage of one of his relations, and he per- 
sisted in doing so. It was his last sermon, 
at the conclusion of which he was taken home 
to die; an event which occurred on the 16th 
of August, 1661, at his lodgings in Covent 
Garden. 

We have not mentioned all Fuller’s works.

One of the greatest, his ‘History of the 
Worthies of England,’ was published after his 
death, by his son John, with a dedication to 
Charles the Second, in the year 1662. Jt was 
received with general commendation when 
published, and has ever since held its place 
in English literature, not only as a storehouse 
of biography, but as a pleasant book to be 
read by all and sundry capable of appreciating 
the genius of its author.

THE King of Spain who regretted, for the 
sake of the world at large, that his advice had 
not been sought at the Creation, has long 
been a commonplace ; but he at least saw that 
things in general were not arranged as he 
would have them. On the other hand, those 
novelists whose great master is the author of 
‘Guy Livingstone,’ seem to live in an imagi- 
nary world so utterly unlike the world of our 
experience that we are at a loss to decide 
whether they mean to satirize existing insti- 
tutions by picturing something totally different 
as that which ought to be, or whether they 
are the victims of a kind of hallucination 
which makes them suppose that all these 
strange murders and revellings, and such like, 
really go on among and about us. They 
seem, indeed, to take their views of the world 
from the small-talk of young gentlemen recently 
elected to fashionable clubs; or, we would 
say, but for the anachronism as far as regards 
our present author, from the columns of 
Vanity Fair. Fortunately, most of their 
novels are not likely to survive a generation 
hence, or the historian of the present time 
would be much puzzled to describe the society 
of the reign of Victoria so as to reconcile his 
impressions derived from its serious records 
and its fiction. In the former he would find 
people commonplace enough, moderately good 
and moderately bad, interested chiefly in 
money-making and theology; very unromantic, 
both in their virtues and their vices ; coveting 
their neighbour’s house, even his ox and his 
ass, oftener than his wife; a people whose 
organ is the Times. He will find, on the 
other hand (we are supposing that, per im- 
possibile, he has the works of the author of 
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‘Guy Livingstone ? and his like as mémoires 
pour servir), that they were a people among 
whom the “ point of honour” was as keenly 
looked after as in the sixteenth century, 
whose greatest financiers and finest gentlemen 
played lansquenet till day-break ; who habi- 
tually made love to each other’s wives and 
sweethearts, and resorted to underhand tricks 
to compass their deeds; who, like Bishop 
Atterbury, “did not value swearing” (this, 
perhaps, pretty true), and looked upon one 
murder, at least, either active or passive, as a 
necessary part of every gentleman’s career. On 
this general understanding, the author of ‘ Guy 
Livingstone’ and his disciples compose the ma- 
jority of their works. They used to be amusing, 
or perhaps we were less critical, and allowed 
them to take us in. Now we find them rather 
dull. We know that the characters are singu- 
larly unlike any people we are acquainted 
with, and that we should be very sorry if it 
were otherwise, however differently we may 
have thought when we were at school; and 
the style and workmanship of the stories are 
not such as to miake us overlook the defects of 
the matter. ‘ Hagarene’ is only different from 
the author’s former works in that it is alto- 
gether more sober, and, therefore, much less 
amusing. There is not a single character in 
the book in whom we can take the slightest 
interest ; nor is there any sort of attempt at a 
connected story. The “‘ weightiest” incident 
in the book, namely, the murder of Clare 
Archbold by Major Griffiths, is ridiculously 
improbable, and, at the same time, has no 
effect whatever on the course of the story, but 
is merely one among a number of disjointed 
episodes strung on to the lives of two people, 
whose influence on each other’s affairs is of 
the very slightest. That an author who has 
so little idea of how to write a novel, and 
whose acquaintance with general literature, 
though pretentious, is so imperfect that, in 
this one book, he contrives to misquote Homer, 
Lucretius, Mr. Tennyson, and Mr, Browning, and 
to confuse the first and third commandments, 
should have made a name of whatsoever sort, 
speaks ill for the discernment of his con- 
temporaries. 

We cannot congratulate Mr. Wilkie Collins 
on the narrative form of his play, ‘The Frozen 
Deep.’ It was effective as a drama; indeed, 
those who read the volume will be able 
quite to realize the scenes (on the stage), and 
imagine the feelings of the audience; but, 
as a story, it is a failure. 


“A calm, still night,’ the other went on, thought- 
fully. ‘No clouds, no stars, Nothing in the sky 
but the broad moon, and hardly a ripple to break 
the path of light she made in the quiet water. 
Mine was the middle watch that night. You 
came on deck, and found me alone—’ 

“He stopped. Crayford took his hand, and 
finished the sentence for him. 

“¢ Alone—and in tears,’” 


How well we know this sort of thing—behind 
the footlights. Somehow it does not “go 
down” when we read it in cool blood; nor 
yet does the grumbling man, who is always 
boasting of his cheerful disposition, though the 
part would suit Mr. Toole. Even on the stage, 
however, where, as everybody knows, it is 
usual for gentlemen to enter drawing-rooms 
through the window with their hats on, we 
should be a little surprised to hear a Captain 
R.N. say to a lady, “Not at all, Mrs. Cray- 





ford—not at all, ma’am, as you put it.” Mr. 
Collins has been in America ; perhaps in some 
parts of that country gentlemen call ladies 
“ma'am,” but we think not usually here. 
The other two stories, ‘The Dream-Woman’ 
and ‘ John Jago’s Ghost,’ are specimens of the 
kind of bourgeois tale of horror that used to 
appear in Household Words : horrible without 
being impressive, ghastly and yet vulgar, after 
the manner of such things in the nineteenth 
century. 

The tale of rural life for which we are in- 
debted to the author of ‘ Only Eve’ is a curious 
medley of good, bad, and indifferent matter. 
In some respects Mrs. Lunn understands what 
she is writing of: she has an observant eye for 
the details of farm life, and knows a good 
deal about cows, while the glimpses she gives 
us of the agricultural labourer are life-like 
enough, though she has hardly given him 
credit for the shrewdness which is his fre- 
quent characteristic; but in attempting to 
be profound she is driven to the use of strange 
words and complicated grammar, while on 
trifling matters of common knowledge outside 
the sphere of the farm her ignorance is start- 
ling. The gentleman who begins as the villain 
and ends as the hero, Mr. Colville, being an 
adventurer, and ashamed of his origin, resents 
the attempt of the heroine’s near relative to 
obtain some information as to his antecedents 
when he comes forward as a suitor for her 
hand. Lawyers will be surprised to hear that 
he revenges himself by getting him disbarred ! 
“*T happened,” says Harry Rainforth, “ to join 
the same college (sic) of which Mr. Colville 
was a bencher” (this seems improbable, as 
that gentleman was still a young man); “and 
when I began to suspect that he was coming 
down here to win my cousin, it was not 
likely I should let him take my love.... . 
At least I had a right to know who it 
was that Ethel was smiling upon, so he con- 
sidered himself insulted; and being rather 
well regarded by his Inn, he got me dis- 
barred.” (/) A most trifling and informal, 
though certainly spiteful, proceeding! After 
this, we cease to wonder at the absurd scene 
between Lord Harrington and Mr. Cuthbert, 
the exemplary farmer, at the coursing match ; 
at the statement that “gentlemen don’t like 
farmers hunting”; and at the impossible com- 
plications of the succession to the Claythorpe 
property. The British Peerage, we know, is 
a puzzle as insoluble as attractive to our 
middle-class novelists ; but our author’s notion 
of a barony limited to females is something 
exceptional. The characters in this strange 
tale are extremely unequal: there is merit in 
that of Mr. Cuthbert, a good though somewhat 
ideal specimen of a gentle yeoman. Miss 
Rachel, his sister, has her strong points, as 
has the wooden figure of the High Church 
rector. But Harry Rainforth, who goes bellow- 
ing about the woods when crossed in love, and 
then distinguishes himself by impossible ad- 
ventures in Arabia,—Clive Colville, the dis- 
honest scoundrel, whose sudden conversion 
into a magnanimous philanthropist is too swift 
for us to follow,—his slave-hunting game- 
keeper, and the stage peasant, Mrs. Moore, 
to whose sole knowledge the little secret about 
Miss Ethel’s peerage has somehow been en- 
trusted,—are neither possible nor interesting. 
If Mrs. Lunn will, in future, confine herself to 
the farmers and labourers, she has sense enough 





to write something good upon a really useful 
topic ; but in attempting to combine thrilling 
incidents with philosophic reflection, and to 
attain a masterly dominion over long words, 
she has missed her mark. 

As the title would seem to indicate, Miss 
Thompson aims at combining religious teach- 
ing with an insight into fashionable life. 
There is a large staff of dramatis persone, 
Anglo-Catholic young ladies, “ priests” and 
“fathers” of a hybrid and epicene character, 
doctors, noblemen, &c, The hero is a tre- 
mendous aristocrat, with whom two of the 
Catholic young ladies are so fascinated, that 
either would gladly condone his libertinism 
and delirium tremens, and devote herself 
to his reformation by means of the gentle 
yoke of matrimony. This is certainly no un- 
common case ; but it is, perhaps, more strange 
that the “banter” of this charming fellow 
should be so vulgar. The ladies themselves, 
however, talk a good deal like barmaids in 
their lighter hours, and, when serious, use 
such an artillery of ponderous words as slightly 
to obscure their meaning. Within the space 
of a few pages we have a man with “a syn- 
cophant countenance,” “inconcoct views of 
philanthropy,” “an iconism of the Misses 
Granton ”; and in contrast to these ambitious 
flights, we find such expressions as “but 
there!” “like Talbot is,” “transpire” for 
“happen,” and “look quick” (high polite for 
“look sharp”). Religion is not necessarily 
connected with extreme refinement, though, 
pro tanto, it refines ; and the piety embodied 
in this coarse commonplace story may be very 
sincere. And yet, in spite of some alms-deeds, 
much reference to the Altar, a good deal of 
religious talk, and two pious death-beds, an 
outsider is constrained to think that this well- 
meaning author has written a novel which is 
not particularly moral and is extremely irre- 
verent, 

Lady Duffus-Hardy has done but little good, 
we should fancy, to the cause she has at heart. 
Of all sycophants, the municipal demagogue 
is, perhaps, the most disagreeable, and 
“stumping” and intriguing in Padborough 
may be worse than the same courses in Lon- 
don. Yet there is much clumsiness in making 
the nefarious Groves guilty of murder. As a 
“Christian cad” he would have cut a much 
more contemptible figure. Walter Haviland, 
too, the insane or imbecile poet, is a good 
idea, but spoilt by extravagances that no one 
who knew a man, not to say a workman, 
should have admitted. It is not by their 
weakest specimens that any class or party 
should be judged, and extremists always fail 
to recognize the force of the opposing average. 
For the rest, there are not a few sound 
sentiments to be found in Lady Hardy’s book, 
and she, at any rate, deserves the praise of 
being aware that she lives in a world, and not 
a fool’s paradise. Had Lizzie herself been 
elaborated, we might have had a character, 
and the character might have redeemed the 
book. 

Mr. Ancketill’s tales are two fairly 
amusing Irish stories, calling for no par- 
ticular remark. The brogue is well put 
into letters, and one or two of the incidents 
are sufficiently comical. The author is evi- 
dently, like his own Mick Callighin, a good 
deal more at home in Ireland than in London. 

Mrs. Hamilton, who figures not unobtru- 
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sively as I, in Mrs. Hartley’s tale, is a lady a 
good deal to be pitied. She is left a widow 
with a handsome fortune at a marriageable 
age, and as she has a handsome, and unmar- 
ried, and not insusceptible rector, within 
a stone’s throw of her residence, her course 
to a certain consummation might have 
seemed a remarkably fair one. But these 
gentle souls, who with equal credit and satis- 
faction might have fused the currents of their 
being, have their tranquillity most inoppor- 
tunely disturbed by the arrival of the fair 
Hilda Dalrymple, a ward in Chancery, who is 
placed by the kind forethought of the Court 
under the care of Mrs. Hamilton. From that 
moment all goes wrong. Hilda proves a most 
intractable inmate, flirting with all comers, 
winning from the unconscious Mrs. Hamilton 
the lymphatic affections of the rector, and 
finally uniting herself in clandestine marriage 
with a low-born and impecunious sailor, who 
is found to have committed bigamy, and sub- 
jects himself by his abduction of the heiress 
to the paternal correction of the Court. Be- 
tween the cares of guardianship and the pangs 
of disappointed love, Mrs. Hamilton is most 
unpleasantly distracted. Neither her own 
character nor that of the Rev. Mr. Belmore 
appears to advantage under difficulties. The 
former shuffles, prevaricates, opens letters, 
over-hears conversations, and fails most egre- 
giously in every point of her duty; the latter 
is so besotted by his passion for his fair en- 
slaver that he condescends to act in her 
behalf as a messenger between the lady and 
the captain in their intrigues for deceiving Mrs. 

Hamilton. Our contempt is heightened, if pos- 
sible, for these feeble creatures by the perfect 
unconsciousness with which the autobiographer 
tells stories to her own discredit. The end is 
partly tragic, partly farcical; Hilda dies in 
form of a compound fracture of the heart ; a 
poor little son of Mrs. Hamilton is also most 
needlessly despatched ; and that lady, piqued 
by the obtuseness and compassion of her 
clerical friend, throws herself for consolation 
into the arms of a peer, who seems inclined to 
treat her better than her folly and perverse- 
ness deserve. 

The author of ‘Marjory’ gives us a story 
which, in several respects, rises above the 
average of ladies’ novels. It has the negative 
merit of not violently supporting any thesis in 
politics or religion, and the positive one of 
painting life in the chequered lights and 
shadows of nature, while in its very absence 
of strong colouring it is in the best sense 
picture-writing. Every one remembers the 
refrain of the river which gives an undercurrent 
of continuity, a sympathetic accompaniment 
by external nature, to the sad human history 
recorded in the ‘ Mill on the Floss.’ Something 
of the same appreciation of poetic accessories 
is indicated by the present author’s use of 
objects external to the story, the painting by 
Mr. Heron, typical of his fortunes at their 
lowest ebb, and the jubilant song of the 
canary, who tunes his note to welcome a new 
era of domestic happiness on behalf of some 
of those who have long been strangers to 
prosperity. In little points like these, as well 
as in the sustained fidelity with which the 
characters, few and simple as they are, main- 
tain their consistency and distinctness, Mrs. 
Erskine shows that care and minuteness of 
observation which have often of themselves 





sufficed to win success for novelists of the 
second rank, and without which, in spite of 
bold conceptions, no first-rate work can be 
done. The framework of the story is slight. 
Wyncote is the seat of a family of the same 
name, whose estate is one of those mortgaged 
principalities, less common now than they 
used to be, which confer on their owner an 
importance uncomfortably disproportionate to 
his real capacity of usefulness. How fertile 
of evil to the community such a position is, is 
shown by the writer in words the more 
forcible, in that they are those of truth and 
soberness. To the occupants of this stagnant 
seat comes a dream of redemption, founded 
on the arrival of a joyous vulgarian and his 
daughter and millionaire heiress, whose close 
neighbourhood imparts a shock of painful, 
yet not quite unpleasant, galvanism to the 
ideas and hopes of the old patrician house. 
Miss Camilla Wyncote, who through evil 
report and good has striven to discharge the 
duties, and maintain the status of her family, 
who has sacrificed her own affections and her 
patrimony for the sake of sisterly duty, at 
once perceives that it is incumbent on her 
nephew George to restore the fortunes of 
Wyncote by a prudent alliance with capital. 
We need not describe in detail how these 
dreams are disappointed. George is true to 
his higher sense of duty in devoting him- 
self to commerce, and choosing his wife for 
other qualities than her power of clearing 
burdens from his land, while the squire his 
uncle, “the best fellow in the world,” is 
equally true to his own standard in marrying 
in his old age a youthful heiress, and gently 
expelling his mother, and the sister who has 
befriended him, from the home they have 
clung to all their lives. The scene closes with 
a bright sunset, not unmixed with clouds. 
Miss Camilla is rewarded for long years of 
self-sacrifice by an opportunity of explanation 
to the lover of her youth; and poor Rose, 
whose mistaken attachment to George Wyncote 
is ill rewarded by his marriage with her 
friend, is left to commence in her turn a period 
of moral discipline. 

‘Her Good Name’ isapparentlya first attempt, 
and as such is a tolerable production. The title 
is taking, the plot simple, and the style unde- 
serving of blame. In fact it is, as times go, 
a passable novel. The author does not strain 
his powers, and the result is a book which, if 
not exciting or brilliant, is readable. We 
cannot say, however, that there is any dramatic 
power evinced, nor are the characters very 
original. The scene is laid in Ireland, and we 
are given a glimpse of that which may be com- 
paratively new to some novel readers, 2. ¢., life 
in a resident Irish gentleman’s country-house. 
That life, we must say, we do not envy, if 
Mr. Bouverie has correctly depicted it. In- 
deed, we have never before read such a con- 
vincing argument in favour of absenteeism. 
The heroine of the novel—there can scarcely 
be said to be a hero—is Lisa Fitz-Hubert, the 
daughter of a reckless but good-hearted and 
thoroughbred Irish gentleman. Mr. Fitz- 
Hubert consummates his ruin by contesting 
his county. Henceforth he devotes himself 
to trying by economy and strict attention to 
business to extricate his estate from its en- 
cumbrances. His wife dies soon after his 
unsuccessful attempt to obtain a seat, and 
the only occupation, the only thought of 





— 
the widower is to restore the family fortunes 
for the benefit of his only son. This son ig 
a graceless, soulless cub, who, in course of 
time, engages in some sort of business jn 
London, cares for nothing but money-making 

. . e ? 
and neglects his family. Mr. Bouverie, appa 
rently, is so disgusted with him, that he gives 
but a faint sketch of his character, and lets 
him drop out of the story. In this we think 
that he has made a mistake, for he has, by 
taking this line, thrown away a fine oppor. 
tunity for showing the contrast between the 
refined, noble-spirited sister and the mean 
brother, and of tracing the results of an jJL 
judged method of attaining a good object, 
Lisa, after a miserably gloomy childhood, is 
sent to a school in Switzerland, from whence 
she returns full of beauty and amiability, and 
desiring to gladden her father’s life, only to 
find that, engrossed in his one idea, he has no 
thought for anything else. Paying a visit to 
her aunt, Lady Conway, the unsophisticated 
girl meets a young barrister, and they, in a 
short time, become engaged. Everything 
promises happiness for both, when the evil 
genius of the story intervenes. Kate Har. 
berton, a clever fascinating adventures, eking 
out a small annuity by flitting from country- 
house to country-house, and setting verses te 
music, becomes enamoured of Philip Archer, 
the young barrister in question. He likes, 
but does not love, Kate. She is, however, 
determined to secure him at whatever cost, 
and at length chance favours her. Hard 
pressed for money to pay a debt, incurred 
through a rash venture on the turf, she 
manages, at the same time, to steal some cash 
which her host has just brought home from 
the bank, and to cause the crime to be laid 
to Lisa’s door. Our author here shows, 
we think, both a want of knowledge and 
a low opinion of human nature. No man 
of heart and mind would so readily believe 
the accusation against his jiancée as does 
Philip. He is a clever man and a lawyer; 
the evidence is altogether circumstantial, 
and there is an utter absence of motive for 
Lisa’s alleged crime. We consider, therefore, 
that Mr. Bouverie has offended against proba- 
bilities in making Philip so ready to give cre- 
dence to the accusation. It would have been 
much more romantic, perhaps more natural, 
had he either married her at once or devoted 
himself to the clearing of her character. Kate 
again becomes too rapidly mean. Nemo 
repente turpissimus fuit; yet almost without 
a struggle she plunges into lying, writing 
anonymous letters, stealing, and bearing false 
witness by implication. A clever girl—and 
Kate is represented as very clever—would have 
employed less clumsy arts to carry off Lisa's 
lover ; neither do we think that she would, 
with her bitter experience of poverty, have 
entered on the rash turf transactions which 
led to her crime. A weak, impetuous, unre- 
flective woman might have done so, but not 
such a one as Kate. The small amount of 
remorse felt by this proud woman, who is 
too clear-headed to extenuate to herself her 
base actions, is unnatural. In short, her 
character is not consistent. As episodes in 
the story—and we are bound to say these 
episodes are introduced dextrously—we have 
some rather amusing descriptions of hunting 
scenes, of a would-be fine lady, of a ball in 
an Irish country town, and of a love-sick 
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lienteaant of dragoons. To sum up our 
verdict, we are of opinion that if the 
author is young he may, with perseverance 
and boldness, achieve eventually a tolerable 
amount of success as a writer of ephemeral 
novels. If he has given evidence of few of 
the merits, he has been guilty of fewer still 
of the faults of a beginner, and we cannot but 
think that he is capable of better work. He 
must, however, be bolder with his pen, or it 
were well that he laid it down altogether, 
for the book before us only just escapes being 
commonplace and dull. 








The Original Lists of Persons of Quality ; 
Emigrants; Religious Exiles; Political 
Rebels; Serving Men sold for a Term of 
Years; Apprentices; Children stolen; 
Maidens pressed; and others who went 
from Great Britain to the American Plan- 
tations, 1600-1700. Edited by John Cam- 
den Hotten. (Chatto & Windus.) 


On a first inspection the lists of names of 
which this huge quarto chiefly consists do 
not give much promise of value or interest. 
On further study this opinion changes. The 
first portion contains the names of persons 
who embarked at the port of London and 
other English ports for the continent of, or 
the islands near, America, beginning in the 
year 1634. These were emigrants who went 
away by permission, after satisfying magis- 
trates of their loyalty, parsons of their ortho- 
doxy, and tax-collectors that they owed 
nothing—had paid up all subsidy—to the 
king. People who could not satisfy these 
triple examiners on these points got away as 
they could, and were hard put to it, making 
many shifts to do so. Ships appear to have 
sailed for America almost daily. It must 
have been a sight for gods and men to see 
chaplains or other parsons boarding suspicious 
outward bound ships from Londonat Gravesend, 
and examining every one on board as to his or 
her conformity, and giving or refusing a pass ac- 
cordingly, and to behold the emigrants on their 
knees, taking the oaths of allegiance and supre- 
macy! Every one was allowed to go away who 
proved to be worth the keeping. The bearers of 
very Irish and very Dutch names must have 
swallowed the oath contre coeur / 

We naturally look for strange names among 
the emigrants. Among the surnames there 
are few: Toothaker and Stiffchin are the most 
curious. It is otherwise with Christian names. 
One of the first which strikes us is in the 
following notice :—‘“ Comfort Starre of Ash- 
ford, chirurgeon, sailed in the good ship 
Hercules, from Sandwich (1634) to the 
plantation called New England, in America.” 
Subsequently, we come upon, Love Brewster, 
Experience Mitchell, Protherock Alis, Averyn 
Cowper, Medusala Watts, Aymes Gladwell, 
Original Lowis, Melashus Ma Kay, Zeverin 
Vicars, Handgate Baker, Warram Tuck, 
Olough Berne. 

Of the women’s Christian’names, the follow- 
ing will serve as samples :—Desire Minter, 
one of those who sailed with Bradford and 
Winslow, in the Mayflower, but who “ after- 
wards returned to her friends in poor health, 
and died in England”; Remember Allerton ; 
Remembrance Tibbott; Fear and Patience 
Brewster, sisters of Mr. Love Brewster; 
Merriall Saltonstall; Hopestill Foster. Mathew 





Page! occurs more than once as a female 
Christian name. Anns Pancrust, Cesara Covell, 
Thankes Sheppard, Oliff Gibbins. We also 
hear of a “ Penelope Pelham, 16 years, to pass 
to her brother's plantation.” 

In the entries relating to America, taken 
from the Patent Rolls (1606—1702), in the 
4th of Charles I, there is a grant to George, 
Abp. of Canterbury, and others, to reprieve 
and stay from execution persons convicted of 
minor offences, “who for strength of body or 
other ability shall be thought fit to be 
employed in foreign discoveries, or other 
services beyond the sea.” At that time 
all importation of tobacco into England was 
prohibited, except from Virginia and the Sum- 
mer Islands. Sir William Alexander obtained 
a grant to search Canada for “beaver wools, 
beaver skins, furs, hides, and skins of wild 
beasts.” A proclamation forbids “ disorderly 
trading with the ‘Salvages’ of New England,” 
especially against supplying them with arms. 
To James, Duke of York, are given, for ever, 
lands upon the Delaware River, ‘to be holden 
of the manor of East Greenwich, county Kent 

. rendering therefore, every year, four 
beaver skins, when the same shall be de- 
manded.” After the Duke became King, we 
find him granting to Christopher, Duke of 
Albemarle, “all wrecks of plate, gold, silver, 
&c., on the north side of Hispaniola, or about 
the islands of Bahama and Florida.” William 
and Mary, “in consideration of 400/.,” gave 
to Thomas Neal, “all wrecks between Carta- 
gena and Jamaica.” Such was the morality 
of the time. Yet, it had some discernment. 
The above sovereigns gave to the widows and 
children of Jacob Leifsher and Jacob Mil- 
burne, of New York, all the property of these 
men, who had been executed for treason, or 
supposed treason !—nice distinction. 

The “ Musters of the Inhabitants in Vir- 
ginia” occasionally contain a significant note. 
“‘Slaine by the Indians” is one. But the 
most interesting lists in the volume are those 
which refer to Monmouth’s rebellion of 1685 ; 
“Lists of the convicted rebels sent to the 
Barbadoes and other plantations in America.” 
They were transported in batches, sometimes 
of a hundred or so, in various vessels, appa- 
rently as the live cargo of the shipowners, 
who undertook, for a certain sum, to take the 
poor creatures to the plantations, where they 
were sold, for a certain number of years! 
Among the individuals to whom some of these 
“rebels” were given for sale in America we 
find the name of the now rather notorious 
George Penne. Several of the captives died 
on the passage, and the record against their 
names is “thrown into the sea.” The trans- 
ported prisoners consisted chiefly of labourers 
and servants, and they were expected to be 
exceedingly grateful that they were not all 
hanged. But a hanged man was unprofitable 
merchandize, whereas a good deal of money 
was to be made by selling him into slavery, or 
by getting him to buy his pardon, at a rather 
high figure. Prisoners thus transported and 
sold were, however, looked after, and there 
are records of the re-embarkation of many for 
England with “time out” or “security” 
annexed to the record. In only one case do 
we find a local west country name, that of 
Portman. ‘On October 11, 1679, Portman 
(Christopher) in the sloop Endeavor, for Caro- 
lina; Thomas Shaw, Commander.” Such is 





the entry; but whether Mr. Portman was a 
mere petty-larceny rascal, or a more dignified 
political prisoner, we do not discover. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


Unner the title of Fairy Mythology of Shake- 
speare (F. & W. Kerslake), Mr. — azlitt has 
re-printed the greater portion of the matter con- 
tained in two works illustrative of fairy lore. The 
first of these is Ritson’s ‘ Fairy Tales,’ one of the 
scarcest works of that crabbed if conscientious 
critic ; the second, Mr. Halliwell’s ‘ Illustrations of 
the Fairy Mythology of a Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,’ originally contributed to the Shakspeare 
Society. By the union of the two books a desir- 
able collection of romances and poetry, including 
Sir Huon of Bordeaux, Launfal, King Orfeo, and 
the best fairy poetry of Herrick, Jonson, Drayton, 
Mennis (of the ‘Musarum Delicie#’), and other 
writers, is obtained. Mr. Hazlitt’s own share in 
the work seems confined to selection. If he is, 
however, responsible also for the notes, some of 
these are of a character to make the remains of 
Ritson turn in their grave. We would not wil- 
lingly face, in the great Walhalla, that ardent 
antiquary with the consciousness upon our mind 
of having ventured upon such comment as we find 
at the foot of some of these pages. 


An excellent handbook has just been published 
in Paris by Charpentier & Cie. It is a History of 
meer sy Literature in England, written in 
French by M. Od sse-Barot. It is brought up to 
the present month, and is far better than most 
English books of the kind. In his Introduction M. 
Barot hardly does justice to Keats. In the main 
portion of his work he under-estimates, or rather 
misunderstands, Mr. Browning ; omits Mr. Russell 
Lowell from his list of American poets, and makes 
a few smaller mistakes ; but, on the whole, his 
work is very good, and merits translation, though 
some passages would have to undergo modification 
at the hands of the translator, and a chapter on 
theological writers would have to be introduced. 
A few omissions may be noted: Mrs, Fawcett 
(only mentioned as her husband’s secretary), Mr. 
Edward Maitland, and, above all, Prof. ‘Wester. 
The heads of chapters, the Index and the text 
should be more carefully compared. In the Index, 
“ mistress ” should be altered to “ Mrs,” through- 
out. Mr. Hepworth Dixon is indexed under 
“ Hepworth ” instead of under “Dixon,” and Mr. 
Mill is knighted, while his step-daughter is called 
Miss Ellen Taylor instead of Miss Helen Taylor. 
But such mistakes are inevitable in a French 
publication, and are not blots of importance, 


THE appearance, some few years ago, in the 
Cornhill Magazine; of Mr. Mitford's translation of 
a Japanese sermon, introduced quite a new phase 
of Japanese literature to the English public. 
Instead of the usual commonplaces, clothed in 
stilted periods, too often to be met with in Japanese 
books, it was written in a pleasant, conversational 
style, and contained much sound and wholesome 
wisdom, emphasized by clever epigrams, and illus- 
trations drawn from the every- life of the 
people, The interest excited by this specimen of 
Eastern teaching was so great as to justify Mr. 
Mitford in adding translations of several such 
sermons at the end of his ‘Tales of Old Japan.’ 
One of these was a “Path Discourse” by the 
priest Kiu-O, on a text from the writings of Men- 
cius, which says, “There is the third finger. Ifa 
man’s third or nameless finger be bent, so that he 
cannot straighten it, although his bent finger may 
cause him no pain, still if he hears of some one 
who can cure it, he will think nothing of under- 
taking a journey from Shin to So to consult him 
upon his deformed finger ; for he knows it to be 
hateful to have a finger unlike those of other men. 
But he cares not a jot if his heart be different to 
that of other men; and this is how men disregard 
the true order of things.” This is the sermon Mr. 
O'Neill has chosen as the groundwork of his First 
Japanese Boolk:, just published by Messrs. Harrison 
& Sons. Kiu-O, the Preacher, was a = of the 
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Shingakt sect, which professes to embrace all that 
is excellent in the Bhuddist, Confucian, and 
Shinto doctrines. Its followers agree with Con- 
fucius in maintaining the original sinless excel- 
lence of the human heart, and they hold, there- 
fore, that men have “ only to follow the dictates of 
the conscience implanted in them at birth in order 
to follow the ‘right path.’” The priests of this 
sect not only preach on special days of the month, 
but many of them wander through the country, 
delivering courses of sermons, atthe rate of twoaday, 
in places where they are likely to be well received. 
The style of their discourses is habitually colloquial, 
and these, consequently, form good practical studies 
for the student. The one before us is written in 
Japanese, without any admixture of Chinese, 
in the cursive Chinese characters and Japanese 
Hiragana, This kind of character is the one which 
will prove the best stepping-stone for the beginner, 
and Mr. O’Neill has done well in making the 
choice he has, The arrangement also of the book 
is plain and practical. To the Japanese text, which 
was printed in Japan, the author adds a tran- 
scription of the sounds of the characters, in English 
letters ; accompanying this he gives “a literal 
translation, with interlinear glosses, running clause 
by clause, sentence by sentence, and line by line, 
with the Japanese”; and at the end he supplies a 
full vocabulary of nearly 1,000 words. The tran- 
scription of Japanese characters in English letters 
is a matter which gives such a wide latitude to 
opinions, that doubtless some will be found who 
will take exception to the way in which Mr. 
O’Neill has transcribed some few words. In his 
Introduction he says that the book is written by 
a student for students, This is a modest way of 
describing the work before us. Throughout its 
pages he shows a perfect knowledge of the grammar 
and construction of Japanese, and has thus been 
able to produce one of the most thorough and 
practical handbooks of the language that have yet 
appeared, 

Ovr military readers will, we think, thank us for 
calling their attention to an excellent little book in 
French, just published by Dentu, of Paris, Le 
Siége de Bitche, par A. J. Dalstme. It is a com- 
plete account of the siege of the small fortress 
which held out from the 6th of August, 1870, 
when it was cut off by the Bavarians, until after 
the end of the war, for, oddly enough, it was for- 
gotten at the peace, and only evacuated on the 
27th of March, 1871. It was almost the only 
French strong place which was defended as well 
as possible. The story of the siege illustrates the 

ssages of the Brussels protocol bearing on the 

ombardment of private houses, and the per- 
mission given to inhabitants to quit their towns.

THE KUBBET ES SAKHRA. 
Junior United Service Club, Nov. 17, 1874, 

Tue recent researches of Lieut. Conder, RE. 
on the platform of the Kubbet es Sakhra, re 
sulting in his opinion that cisterns 1 and 3 (Ord- 
nance Survey) doubtless extend further in a 
northerly direction, strengthen my hypothesis 
that these are the two passages spoken of in the 
Tract Measurements of the Temple (translated by 
Dr. Barclay, “ Quarterly Statement” of the Pales- 
tine Fund, January, 1872) as leading from 
the gates Nitsots and Mokad to Tadi, and of 
which I suggested the identification in your 
columns early in 1869. 

I find that the reviewer in the Edinburgh 
Review for January, 1873, and Lieut. Conder, 
R.E., both follow me so far in this hypothesis, 

I think it will be found that cistern No. 1 isa por- 
tion of a passage leading straight from the northern 
edge of the platform (gate Tadi) to the cave under 
the Dome of the Rock, the entrance to that cave 
being the gate Nitsots. I think, further, that the 
straight cut rock on the north and west under the 
dome marks the position of the north and west 
walls of the “chamber of Washers” in the Inner 
Court, where they cleansed the “inwards” of the 
offerings; the gutter I discovered on the sacred 
rock being that by which the refuse from the 
“inwards” was carried away. 

It is to be hoped that some further particulars 
will soon follow on this interesting subject. It is 
observed that, as the rock only reaches up to the 
springing of the arches, the ends of the passages 
must necessarily, in any case, be closed up with 
masonry above that line ; it is, therefore, necessary 
to find masonry or rock below the springing of the 
arches before it can be decided whether those pas- 
sages extend to any distance further north or not.

AN IRISH TEXT SOCIETY. 

Szzine that the Celtic Society of London is 
now virtually dead, with regret be it observed, 
cannot something be done towards promoting the 
study of Celtic Literature? Seeing how small 
the circle is in London, a Society for the reading 
of papers, &c., will never answer. Such then 
being the case, I would suggest that a Society be 
formed upon the principle of the Early English 
Text Society, for the publication of Irish Texts, 
from the MSS, and from rare printed books. There 
are numerous old books and MSS. in the Library at 
Dublin, quite inaccessible to students out of Ire- 
land, and which, if reprinted and circulated 
amongst them, would obviously promote the true 
interest of Celtic philology. Further, a means 
would thereby be constructed for studying the 
comparative relationship of Legends and Tradi- 
tions of Ireland to those of England, Wales, and 
Scotland, also to those of Bretagne. ‘The full 
extent of Celtic dialects, folk-lore, &c., would be 
rendered manifest to the many, and no longer 
confined to the knowledge of the few. So 
special a subject as Celtic Literature at this time 
of day cannot be expected to charm the multitude 
into congregating at meetings; but a moderate 
yearly subscription to a properly organized pub- 
lishing Society, from say, two hundred subscribers 
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of one guinea each, and the scheme well canvassed, 
in Ireland especially, seems to me certain of suc- 
ces.

Cassell, in the current number of their serial work, 
‘The National Portrait Gallery, had published a 
Memoir of Sir Garnet Wolseley, purporting to be 
derived from original or authentic sources, I 
the curiosity to purchase a copy, as I was well 
aware that the author and publishers had no right 
to lay claim to the possession of any exclusive 
sources of information. The Memoir I found to be 
a very brief affair of only eight pages, and the 
only anecdotes of a personal character are to be 
found in the second and third pages, the remainder 
being a compilation from Debrett, Hart, and pub- 
lished records of the Red River and Ashantee 
Expeditions. I also am engaged on a detailed 
Memoir of Sir Garnet Wolseley’s remarkable mili- 
tary services in the four quarters of the globe, 
which, since June, has been appearing in monthly 
chapters in Colburn’s United Service Magazine, 
and the personal anecdotes above referred to are to 
be found in the June and July parts of my work, 
though the incidents selected are incorrectly given, 
and, in fact, are jumbled up together. I think I 
have just cause to complain of this practice (to 
which I will not give a name), as it has been 
effected without acknowledgment of any sort. The 
personal anecdotes appearing in my work, includ- 
ing those borrowed without acknowledgment, are 
derived from the gallant general himself, who, 
having had all his journals stolen in India or 
burnt in the Pantechnicon, has favoured me with 
his reminiscences, which, fortunately, his singu- 
larly good memory enables him to do. I think 
it is discreditable that anecdotes, which bear 
an impress of having been derived from personal 
sources, should be published without foot-note or 
acknowledgment of any sort of the source whence 
ihey are derived, thereby leading the public to 
infer that they are given to the world for the first 
time.

THE SURVEY OF PALESTINE. 

Lizut. ConpER has forwarded from his camp 
at Halhil a Report of the commencement of his 
winter's work, in which he advances certain identi- 
fications and criticisms of considerable importance. 
On the site of Eshcol, placed by Vandevelde by a 
fountain called by him Ain-eshkali, he states that 
the fellahin gave him the name as Keshkali. Prof. 
Palmer, in his Report on the Desert of the Tib, 
argued, on quite different grounds, that Eshcol 
could not be near Hebron. Bezeth, or Beth Zetho, 
the place occupied by Bacchides after retreating 
from Jerusalem (1 Mace, vii. 19, and Joseph. Ant. 
xii, x. 2), and afterwards by Judas, who was there 
defeated, Lieut, Conder thinks must be looked for 
on the south of Jerusalem. He proposes the ruin 
of Beit Zata, improperly written Beit Zatir. The 
only known requisite, the “large pit” (ro dpéap 
70 péya), is, perhaps, satisfied by a birket or pool 
of unusual magnitude, from which one of the 
branches of Pilate’s aqueduct leads. On the west 
is the ruined village of Kufin, and nearer the road 
are crumbled stones, a broken sarcophagus, and a 
fine rock-cut wine-press. Further south is a row 
of ancient rock-cut sepulchres, of which one is 
remarkable in having an irregular court in front, 
about 50 ft. long by 25 ft. wide, containing in its 
walls over 150 niches for lamps. East of the road 
is a small tower, with a fine beehive cistern; and 
yet further east a ruined building of considerable 
antiquity, though without any indication of date 
or origin, 

On the “Valley of Blessing” (Berechah, now, 
probably, Bereikat) Lieut.

“ Pilate’s Aqueduct,” along which the late Mr. 
Drake rode as far as Tekua, has now been followed 
to its source. Corporal Brophy, of the Survey 
party, took it up again, tracing it first to a large 
birket resembling those near Urtas (Solomon’s 
Pools), and fed originally by the springs of the 
valley. The aqueduct here divides into two, the 
longer line following the foot of the hills on 
the south side of the Wady Arrub and passin 
through another pool. The true source is foun 
at Ain Kuweizebah, in the wady, and near the 
ruins, of the same name. The length of this en- 
gineering work is not Jess than 30 miles; the 
southern source is 15 Roman miles from Jeru- 
salem in a straight line. According to Josephus, 
— brought the water a distance of 25 Roman 
miles, 

A very curious ancient tower has been discovered 
lying south of Beit Sawir. It is 50 ft. square, and 
composed of huge blocks of very roughly-hewn 
stone. These stones, cut from the rock of the natural 
thickness of the stratified bed, are only 16 inches 
thick and 8 ft. or 9 ft. in length, by 5 ft. in breadth. 
They are reported to bear throughout the marks of 
extreme age and exposure to the action of wind 
and rains for centuries. Such rude dry-stone 
monuments are amongst the oldest found in the 
country, and may very well date back to Jewish 
times. The tower is too large to be classed with 
ancient vineyard towers, and must have been 
constructed for purposes of defence. It has fallen 
principally on the south, where many courses are

ONE-SIDED RECIPROCITY. 

As you have frequently opened your columns 
to “the cries of the Britons” complaining of the 
sharp practices of American publishers and authors, 
= may ao space for the following little 

it of literary history. Two or three months ago 
the Religious Tract Society published the Auto- 
biography of the Rev. James Fontaine, one of the 
French refugees after the revocation of the Edict 
of Nantes. It had often been published before, 
and thirty years ago had a rather extensive circu- 
lation in his country. Scarcely had the work 
appeared when a claim was made upon the Society 
for compensation by Miss Anne Maury, on the 
ground that her rights had been infringed. The 
facts of the case were these. 

About forty years ago, an American clergyman, 
the Rev. Dr. Hawks, found in the ession of 
some of his parishioners a manuscript narrative 
of the adventures of Mr. Fontaine. He translated 
it, and in the year 1838 it was published in New 
York. Very soon afterwards it seems to have 
been republished in England. In the year 1852, 
Miss Anne Maury republished in America the 
memoir, as translated by Dr. Hawks, with a few 
unimportant additions and alterations, and_ap- 
pended a good deal of supplemental matter. This 
volume was republished in England in the follow- 
ing year (see the Catalogue of English Books, p. 
264), It is for the reprint of the memoir, without 
the supplemental matter, that Miss Maury claims 
compensation, and letters have appeared in the 
columns of some of your contemporaries making 
out a grievance because the claim was not allowed. 
If Dr. Hawks, supposing him to be yet alive, had 
asked for a recognition of his work in the matter, 
he might have established a moral, though not a 
legal right. What right, either moral or legal, can 
Miss Ma have? The tw quoque argument 
attempted by our American cousins as against 
English publishers in this case falls to the ground.

Ir is not only English journals that pillage 
the Atheneum and reprint articles and para- 
graphs without acknowledgment ; foreign jour- 
nals do the same thing. In the Bibliographie 
de la France, for example, of the 14th inst., 
there is an article copied from the Journal 
Officiel on the library of Sion College, ‘La 
Bibliothéque du Collége de Sion a Londres,’ 
which is word for word a translation, certain 
passages only being omitted for the sake of 
brevity, of our article on the subject, published 
on the 26th of September, being the first of 
those on “The Public Libraries of London.” 
Not one word, however, is said to indicate 
that the article in question has been translated 
from the Atheneum. 

From the Bibliographie de la France we 
learn that at Yeddo there are published as 
many as eighteen periodicals, some of which 
appear daily, and others at intervals of five 
days. The Nishinshishi, which has the largest 
circulation, sells as many as 15,000 copies. 
The others have a much smaller number of 
subscribers. One of the papers published is 
a comic journal, founded on the model of 
Punch,

The Society is composed of young 
men connected with the bookselling, station- 
ery, and kindred trades, who hold periodical 
meetings, at which lectures are given calcu- 





lated to impart instruction and information 
to the members. Mr. John Maclaren is the 
Honorary President for the present session. 

THE Lancashire and Cheshire Historic 
Society has issued a new volume. Amongst 
the contributions to it is an account of 
Whalley Abbey, by Mr. W. Angelo Wadding- 
ton, of Burnley, who has made several draw- 
ings of Lancashire mansions, which have been 
engraved for the forthcoming new volume of 
‘ Whitaker’s History of Whalley.’ 

Messrs. WittiaMs & Norearte will shortly 
publish an Essay, by Mr. Thomas Tyler, on 
the Philosophy of Hamlet. New solutions of 
the more important problems presented by the 
character and conduct of Hamiet will be given, 
based, in part, on a comparison of the later text 
with that of the quarto of 1603. 


THE Committee of the Manchester Free 
Libraries has just printed a report, from which 
we learn that during the year 607 volumes 
have been presented in addition to 3,955 pur- 
chased volumes: this is exclusive of pamphlets. 
During the year numerous applications have 
been made from other towns requiring infor- 
mation to guide them in the establishment of 
free libraries in their own localities. Some of 
these applications have been from remote 
places, such as Singapore, San Francisco, &c. 
An Addendum-Catalogue of recent additions 
is in the press. 


SomE curious specimens of the new system 
of photo-lithography as applied to Chinese 
have recently been brought to our notice. 
They consist of a series of ‘‘ Wall Papers,” 
intended for gratuitous circulation in China, 
each of which contains in the centre a large 
engraving of a Bible subject, taken from the 
British Workman, and on either side a de- 
scription in Chinese, rendered in the 
words of the Bible. These Chinese cha- 
racters were penned by a Chinese scholar, 
and by means of photography were transferred 
by Messrs. Partridge & Co. to stone. They 
have, therefore, all the appearance of written 
characters—a circumstance which wi!!, we 
doubt not, attract the attention of the Chinese 
who have the taste to prefer the rounded and 
easy strokes made by a native brush to the 
hard and angular lines stamped by the metal 
type usually employed by foreigners in print- 
ing Chinese. 

THE New York Publishers’ Weekly informs 
us that the eleventh volume of the works of 
the late Mr. Sumner is now preparing for the 
press. The whole number of volumes will be 
fourteen or fifteen, and it will be a year or 
more before the edition will be completed. 
The same journal says that Mr. Bret Harte’s 
new volume of poems includes several pieces 
which are now printed for the first time.

printing. The name, until now unknown of 
Schoeffer’s reader was Fontaine. Schoeffer 
himself, who was never a student in the Paris 
University, as wrongly stated by A. Bernard 
died in 1502, and not, as is generally sup. 
posed, in 1505. 


A NEw quarterly, Revue de Philologic « 
d’ Ethnographie, edited by M. C. E. de Ujfalvy 
published by E. Leroux, has just appeared in 
Paris. The first number, for October, November 
and December, contains, among other essays 
‘Symbolics of Points in the Space in Hindyy 
Books,’ ‘A Vogoul Genesis,’ ‘Comparative 
Essay of Ougro-Finnish Languages,’ ‘ Remarks 
on the Japanese Theatre,’ ‘ Russia in the Six. 
teenth Century.’ 


By the death of M. Taschereau, recorded q 
fortnight ago, the literary world of France has 
suffered no insignificant loss. As an author, 
he is best known by his lives of Moliére and 
Corneille, and by his editing of Tallemant 
des Réaux, and the Grimm-Diderot corre. 
spondence. He was also a frequent con- 
tributor to the Temps (the old journal of that 
name), the Revue de Paris, and the Revue 

‘rancaise. But his chief claim to distinction 
rests upon his sixteen years of skilful manage- 
ment at the National Library. To this post 
he arrived in rather a curious way. He pub- 
lished in the Revue Rétrospective, of March 31, 
1848, a document entitled “‘ Déclaration faite 
par M. * * * devant le Ministre de 1'In- 
térieur au sujet de l’Emeute de 1839,” in 
which, although no names were mentioned, 
it was shown that Blanqui had denounced the 
secret societies to the Government. This 
publication made a sensation, and was of 
much assistance to Blanqui’s opponents, such 
as MM. Barbés and Ledru-Rollin It also 
made Taschereau a political personage, and he 
was elected to the Constituante for the depart- 
ment Indre et Loire. Here he at first sided 
with the moderate Republicans, voting for 
the banishment of the Orleans family and for 
the candidature of Cavaignac. But later on, 
when sitting in the Assemblée Législative, he 
became an opponent of the Republican party, 
and, in consequence, a favourite at the Elysée. 
After the Coup d’ Etat, he received the appoint- 
ment of Adjoint at the National Library. 
He at once undertook the management of the 
Catalogue, and brought out the eleven volumes 
devoted to the history of France, the two 
volumes relating to medicine, and also those 
of Oriental manuscripts. In 1858, when 
M. Naudet resigned the post of chief librarian, 
Taschereau was named his successor. He 
proved a most despotic manager, abolishing 
vacations, and compelling his assistants to 
work in a way they had not done before. His 
most useful reform was the introduction of the 
carte system, by which the serious and regular 
students were alone admitted to the grande 
salle, whilst idlers and the casual visitors were 
relegated to the gallery with the entrance in 
the Rue Colbert. Taschereau was not very 
popular, and least of all with the journalists. 
His custom was, whenever he noticed the 
mildest criticism upon his management, to 
send a lengthy reply, which, according to 
French law, had to be inserted verbatim in the 
offending periodical. But he enjoyed, never- 
theless, the friendship of many distinguished 
writers, and the esteem even of those who 
suffered by his brusque behaviour. 
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Tux death is announced of Dr. W. Sewell, 
Fellow of Exeter College, Oxford, and formerly 
Warden of Radley. Besides contributing 
copiously to theological literature, Dr. Sewell 

ublished translations of the Odes and Epodes 
of Horace and the Georgics of Virgil, é&c.

MARINE SURVEY IN INDIA. 

Arrer years of neglect, the survey of the coasts 
and harbours of India is about to be resumed. 
When the East India Company ceased to be 
the rulers of India, all the valuable charts col- 
lected by the hydrographers of the Company 
were handed over to the Hydrographical Depart- 
ment of the Admiralty as the proper department 
of the Imperial Government, upon certain con- 
ditions relative to the publication of the surveys, 
&e,, and, although much has been accomplished in 
the way of engraving and publishing the charts, it is 
a strange fact that not one surveying vessel has 
been detailed, either to complete the parts of the 
coast unsurveyed or to re-examine those that 
have, and thus the interests of our great Indian 
Empire have been neglected, as without charts, 
and those kept up to the latest date, a country 
with an extended sea-board is practically deprived 
of one of the greatest facilities for extending com- 
merce ; for, although at one time a bay or small 
river may be practically useless, the development 
of some trade, or the discovery of some mineral 
product, may at once render it of vast importance ; 
thus, the western coast of New Zealand, which 
was not considered worth more than a cursory 
examination, has become so important from the 
discovery of gold as to render a much more ela- 
borate survey necessary ; the same may be said, 
from other causes, of minor ports on the coasts of 
Chile and Peru. Upon examination of the charts 
of the coasts of British India, some have been 
found incomplete, large portions of the coast re- 
main unsurveyed, the entrances and mouths of 
the great rivers are entirely altered in the position 
and size of the sand-banks with their correspond- 
ing channels. All this shows the necessity of an 
organized hydrographical staff, not as a temporary 
expedient, but for keeping and maintaining the 
knowledge that is so much required. 

To Commander A. D. Taylor, late of the Indian 
Navy, and a practical surveyor, has the duty been 
entrusted by the India Office of organizing and 
conducting the survey; and as Capt. Taylor has 
had much experience in India, it is believed that 
the survey could not have been committed to 
better hands ; he will be assisted by experienced 
surveyors from the Imperial Navy, so that he will 
commence with a staff of officers well qualified to 
undertake the duties at once. 

It is proposed that the first survey undertaken 
shall be of the mouths of the Ganges and Brahma- 
patra, to be followed by the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands, the Sittany River, the Gulf 
of Cambay, and the Chittagong Coast, &c. 

We may congratulate the India Office on 
having decided upon the commencement, orresump- 
tion, of this important work. The results of the 
survey will be engraved and published by the 
Hydrographical Department of the Admiralty. 





THE TRANSIT OF VENUS, 


We have news from Mauritius up to the 16th of 
October, when the arrival of Lord Lindsay, who 
tailed from London on the 9th of July, was daily 
txpected. Mr. David Gill, the astronomer, had 
prepared huts and foundations, &c., and was 
twaiting the arrival of the instruments. The 
Plaine des Prétres has been selected as the site 
br the measurement of a base line of 6,000 feet, 
ind the terminals will be permanently preserved, 
e ground being Government property. A system 
if angles has been already measured throughout 
the island with a good 12-inch altazimuth, by 
Mr. Connal, the Surveyor-General ; to this some 





new stations have been added at Mr, Gill’s sug- 
gestion, and it is expected that the principal tri- 
angulation of the island will be completed before 
the expedition leaves Mauritius. Many points in 
the former triangulation of the Abbé de la Caille 
are sufficiently well known. The three stations at 
Belmont, Pamplemousses Observatory, and the 
German station near Mahebourg, are connected 
by field telegraph and the railway wires for ascer- 
taining longitudes, and on the arrival of the yacht 
she will proceed to Réunion and back with the 
chronometers to connect that station. H.M.S. Shear- 
water has already made two trips to Rodriguez 
with forty-three chronometers. 





DISTRIBUTION OF AURORAS, 


AN interesting paper has recently been pub- 
lished by Prof. i. Fritz, on the geographical 
distribution of the auroral or polar light. Six 
years ago he had made a similar investigation, 
the results of which were published in the Trans- 
actions of the Zurich Natural History Society ; 
the large amount of additional information which 
has been collected since that time has enabled him 
now to give greater completeness, as well as attach 
greater confidence to it. He has thus succeeded 
in constructing a map on which a series of curves 
exhibits lines of equal amount of frequency and 
intensity of the auroras, similar to those well- 
known ones which represent the meteorological 
and magnetical conditions of different parts of the 
earth, The curves in question stretch farthest 
to the south on the eastern side of North America, 
and approach nearest to the geographical poles in 
Siberia. Thus, Berlin is nearly on the same line 
with Okhotsk, in Eastern Siberia, and with 
Charlestown in the United States. The line 
passing through Drontheim, in Norway, passes 
across the mouth of the Lena, traverses Behring’s 
Straits under the arctic circle, and in America 
passes to the north of Lake Winnipeg, and across 
the southern part of Hudson’s Bay. Prof. Fritz 
notices a remarkable connexion of the line of 
greatest frequency of the auroral light with the 
boundary of permanent ice, which is also carried 
southerly on the American and Greenland coasts 
where drift-ice is most constant. This is fully 
consistent with the observations of many Arctic 
voyagers, who have remarked a great abundance 
of auroras at times and places when the accumula- 
tions of ice have been the greatest; as well as with 
the prevalent belief in Scotland that, with the 
increase and decrease of ice on the coast of Green- 
land, the northern lights become more and less 
frequent respectively.

O. Pickard-Cambridge sent a 
note on the curious spider’s nest exhibited at the 
last meeting. It was unknown to him, and had it 
not been for a remark in Mr.Ward’s letter, imply- 
ing that the nest he found belonged to a geo- 
metrical web, he should have conjectured that it 
was the work of an Agelena. If, however, the 
nest was appurtenant to a geometrical web, it 
must belong to a spider of the family Epeirides. 
He did not think the sand in the nest was at all 
designed as ballast, but as a protection from the 
rays of the sun, and also from parasites. Mr. 
Smith remarked that the mud-coating of the nest 
of Agelena brunnea did not preserve that species 
from parasites, as he had often bred a species of 
Pezomachus from the nests, and he believed, in 
those cases, the eggs were attacked before the mud- 
coating was added.—Mr. Champion exhibited 
some rare species of British Coleoptera, viz., Apion 
Ryei, Abdera triguttata, Lymexylon navale, A thous 
subfuscus, Sylvanus similis, and Apion san- 
guineum, 





Society or Arts.—Nov. 18.—Mr. W. Hawes

Maraematicau. — Nov. 12.— Dr. Hirst, Pre-

Anturoro.oaicaL Institute.—Nov. 10.—Prof. 
Busk, President, in the chair.— Reports were read, 
by Mr. F. W. Rudler, ‘On the Anthropological 
Department of the British Association at Belfast,’ 
—and by Mr. Hyde Clarke, ‘On the Anthropo- 
logical Section of the International Congfess of 
Orientalists, recently held in London.’—A paper 
was read by Col. Lane Fox, ‘On a Series of Flint 
and Chert Arrow-Heads and Flakes from the Rio 
Negro, Patagonia, with some Remarks on the 
Stability of Form observable in Stone Implements.’ 
The series of specimens exhibited was selected 
from a collection of 500, gathered by Mr. W. H. 
Hudson on the margin of the river, and over an 
extent of about ninety miles ; and on the numerous 
lagoons, now mostly dry, with which the valley is 
everywhere intersected. The valleys in that region 
run through high-terraced table-lands ; and on the 
plateaux above there is no water and but very 
scanty vegetation, which would seem to indicate 
the improbability of their having been occupied 
by man. A number of the implements were 
discovered by Mr. Hudson on the sites of villages 
along the valley, and in circular flattened mounds 
of clay, measuring from six to eight feet in 
circumference. The different styles of workman- 
ship observed in the different villages were not, 
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in the opinion of Mr. Hudson, to be attributed to 
the variety of material employed, but to the 
degree of skill possessed by the inhabitants of such 
villages. The author drew attention to the fact 
of the arrow-heads having long fallen into disuse 
among the Tehuehches and other Patagonian 
tribes, who now employ, and for some centuries past 
have employed, the spear. Col. Fox proceeded to 
describe in detail the weapons and their varieties 
of workmanship, and showed that they all pre- 
sented the same general features as implements 
found in the United States. He believed that, 
owing to our inability to understand the uncul- 
tured mental condition of savages and prehistoric 
races, we often lose sight of the inferences 
deducible from the stability of form observable in 
their arts and implements, and attach less import- 
ance than should be attached to minute varieties 
of structure.—It was announced that the Council 
had resolved to publish in the Journal of the 
Institute bibliographical notices, abstracts and 
reviews of English and foreign works and papers, 
and other miscellaneous matter of anthropological 
interest and importance. 





Nzw Ss#axsPerE.—Nov. 13.—F. J. Furnivall, 
Esq., in the chair.—The paper (read by Mr. A. J 
Ellis) was ‘On the Weak Endings of Shakspeare, 
with some Account of the Verse Tests in General,’ 
by Prof. Ingram. After sketching the history of 
the verse-tests in England since Malone first 
suggested them, Dr. Ingram drew distinctions 
between Shakspeare’s “ light endings” and “ weak 
endings,” showed that ‘Macbeth’ was the first 
play in which any noteworthy number of light 
endings occurred, and ‘Antony and Cleopatra’ 
the first in which many weak endings were dis- 
closed. Combining the per-centages of light and 
weak endings, the Professor found that the latest 
eight plays of Shakspeare were put into the follow- 
ing order : ‘ Antony and Cleopatra,’ ‘ Coriolanus,’ 
* Pericles’ (Shakspeare’s part), ‘Tempest,’ ‘Cym- 
beline,’ ‘ Winter’s Tale,’ ‘Two Noble Kinsmen’ 
(non-Fletcher part), ‘Henry the Eighth’ (Shak- 
speare’s part). This order agreed with the latest 
results of esthetic criticism, and the weak-ending 
test confirms, strikingly, Mr. Spedding’s division 
of ‘Henry the Eighth,’ Mr. Hickson’s of ‘The Two 
Noble Kinsmen,’ and Mr. Tennyson’s of ‘ Pericles.’ 
Mr. Ellis traced the course of Shakspeare’s metrical 
development, and gave reasons why his weak- 
ending period must be his last.

e a communication on the Geometrical Treat- 
ment of certain Electrical Problems. The object 
of this communication was to illustrate the facility 
and clearness with which certain electrical problems 
could be solved by simple geometrical treatment. 
Its application was shown in the following cases : 
the calculation of the quantity of heat evolved in a 
voltaie circuit and its distribution ; the calculation 
of the electro-motive force and of the permanent 
resistance of a voltaic battery from two deflections 
of the tangent galvanometer ; the determination 
of the joint resistance of several conductors com- 
bined in multiple arc; and the determination of 
the distribution of potential and strength of the 
current formed by connecting the similar poles 
of two unequal batteries with the opposite ends 
of the same conductor.—Prof. Guthrie read a paper 
£ On Salt Solutions and Water of Crystallization.’ 
The absorption of heat which occurs when a salt is 
dissolved in a liquid was shown to depend, not 
only on the relative specific heats of the salt and 
the liquid, but also on the molecular ratio of the 
resulting solution. This ratio declared itself, first, 
optically, by the singularity of the refractive index 
when the critical ratio was obtained ; secondly, by 
the singularity of the density at the same point ; 
thirdly, by the heat absorbed when, a, a saturated 
solution was mixed with the medium, and, b, when 
the"salt itself was< dissolved in a certain quality 





of the medium. The condition of maximum den- 
sity of water was referred to the existence of a 
definite hydrate of water. It was shown that 
every Salt soluble in water could unite with water 
in a definite ratio (by weight), forming definite 
solid compounds of distinct crystalline form, and 
constant melting and solidifying points. It was 
supposed that the ratios of such union are not 
incommensurable with the ratios of chemical 
weight ; and that the new class of bodies which 
only exist below 0° C., and may be called cryo- 
hydrates, are not discontinuous with the hydrated 
crystalline salts previously known. A few cryo- 
hydrates were described as being obtained from 
the saturated aqueous solutions of the respective 
salts on the withdrawal of heat. Thus, chloride 
of sodium combines with 10°5 (? 10’) molecules of 
water, and solidifies therewith at —23° C. Chlo- 
ride of ammonium combines with 12 molecules of 
water and solidifies at —15° C. The combinations 
with water were given of the sulphates of zine, 
copper, sodium, and magnesium; also those of the 
nitrates of potassium, chlorate of potassium, and 
bichromate of potassium. As far as experimental 
results at present indicate, it appears that those 
cryohydrates which have the lowest solidifying 
points have the least water. Some suggestions 
were offered concerning the application of these 
experimental results to the explanation of the 
separation of the Plutonic rocks from one another, 
and the importance was pointed out of the use 
which these cryohydrates will have in establishing 
constant temperatures below zero as fixed and as 
readily obtuinable as zero itself.

Hcience Gossip. 


Tue Cabinet arrived at the determination to fit 
out an Arctic Expedition on Thursday, the 12th., 
so that too much importance should not be as- 
signed to the influence of expressions of opinion 
subsequently published. The Admiralty have 
entered warmly into the matter, and have deter- 
mined that everything thet care and skill can do 
towards equipping the exploring vessels shall be 
done ; but no part of the expense will appear on 
the Naval estimates, the whole will be borne by 
the Treasury. A number of officers have already 
volunteered, and the general eagerness to join 
shows that the conclusion at which the Ministers 
have arrived is as likely to prove as beneficial to 
the Navy as to Science. It is rumoured that Capt. 
Markham, R.N., who, our readers may remember, 
made a voyage, some time ago, to Baffin’s Bay, in 
the Dundee whaler, Arctic, will command the 
one of the two vessels which will perform the 
actual work of exploration, while the other will be 
anchored at the furthest secure point, and serve 
as a basis of operations. 


A work by Capt. Oliver, R.A., entitled 
‘Nuragghi Sardi, and other Non-historic Struc- 
tures of the Mediterranean Basin,’ portions of 
which originally appeared in our columns and in 
Fraser’s Magazine, will be shortly published, with 
ample illustrations by the author on stone. Capt. 
Oliver is now engaged in exploring the little- 
known prehistoric archeology of the Peninsula of 
Inishowen, the extreme northern promontory of 
Ireland. The groups of numerous megalithic 
structures in Glens Columbhille and Malin, in the 
wild district north of Slieve Liag, will next engage 
his attention.

Herr Gritzmacuer, of the Observa of 
Kiel, has calculated an elliptic orbit of the smal 
comet discovered by M. Borelly at Marseilles, o 
July 25, founded partly on his own observation, 
The period determined by him is 45,600 
and the semi-major axis 1,276 times the Earths 
mean distance from the Sun. This would 
the comet at its extreme distance from the Sun ty 
about a quarter of a billion miles from him; but 
there must be considerable uncertainty in the 
precise determination of orbits of such gresj 
eccentricity.

THE unexpected death is announced of Archi- 
bald Campbell, in his seventieth year. This isa 
very sensible loss to Himalayan India and Bengal, 
and to scientific circles in London. Sent asa 
medical officer by the old Company as superin- 
tendent in charge of the invalids at the new hill 
post of Darjeeling, it rose under his fostering 
government to be a real colony and the summer 
capital of Bengal. A large body of natives, in 
cluding immigrants, have become valuable subjects, 
a great portion of the pestiferous Terai has been 
brought under cultivation, a new territory of 2,000 
square miles of English Sikkim has become 4 
valuable possession, and the cultivation of tea, 80 
well known as Darjeeling tea, and of cinchons, 
are permanent sources of production. On all these 
subjects, as well as on that of opening the Dar 
jeeling Gate to Tibet and Central Asia, Dr. 
Campbell was indefatigable at home and abroad, 
It will be remembered that in conveying Dr. 
Hooker into Sikkim both were imprisoned by the 
Dewan, and reprisals were made by an expe 
ditionary force. Dr. Hooker has also been a firm 
friend to Darjeeling. Dr. Campbell, as a Member

GIFT-BOOKS. 

Beauty in Common Things, illustrated by Twelve 
Drawings from Nature, by Mrs. J. W. Whymper, 
has been published by the Society for Promoting 
Christian Knowledge, and contains, together with 
poetical extracts from popular authors’ works, and 
prose notices, a dozen admirable chromo-litho- 
graphs of common flowers and fruits, the exe- 
cution as well as the arrangement of which are 
worthy of high praise. The colouring of these 
works is unusually true ; and their general effect 
Is tasteful. Altogether this is one of the most 
elegant works of an unpretentious class. It should 
be acceptable as a gift-book of moderate price. 

The same Society sends us Mr. J. B. Atkinson’s 
Studies among the Painters, illustrated by wood- 
cuts from famous pictures of many centuries. 
The letter-press deals in a philosophical and yet 
readable way with the progress and characteristic 
motives of the great schools of art and artists from 
Cimabue to Turner. As the text consists mainly 
of papers collected from the People’s Magazine, 
our present duty is to recommend Mr. Atkinson’s 
work to general readers and others who may desire 
to know the opinions of an expert in art criticism 
and history. The woodcuts are of unequal value. 
Many of them show, with more spirit than finish, 
the essence of the works in question; others are

Messrs. Routledge & Sons send us The Hanging 
of the Crane, by Prof. Longfellow, illustrated b 
woodcuts after designs by Miss M. A. Hallock 
and Mr. T. Moran. The poem we reviewed some 
months ago. The woodcuts are laboured, and 
rather defective in spirit of execution, but, as de- 
signs, they show good taste and art of a simple and 
natural kind. A few of the landscapes are extremely 
pretty, having sentiment and character above the 
average. Some of the figure-compositions remind 
us that Stothard was pre-eminently happy in 
working out a similar vein to that which Miss 
Hallock has cultivated with graceful care. 

Gift Cards for the New Year and Gift Cards for 
Christmas consist of two packets of cards with 
designs of flowers and fruits printed in colours, 
each card bearing short poems by popular writers. 
There is a good deal that is pretty and graceful in 
these simple works. 








THE SOCIETY OF FRENCH ARTISTS, NEW BOND 
STREET, 


In two small rcoms the managers of this Exhi- 


bition annually gather a few most interesting 


examples of Art in a stage of development which 
is utterly different, if not superior, to that which 
has been attained in these islands. On looking 
round the walls here, one sees what it is to be a 
member of a school where training insures a cer- 
tain measure of technical attainment, but which 
has adopted no standard to which all must be 
brought. The student is satisfied that, to whatever 
tests the artists of France may be said to submit, 
they are not at all like those which are said to do 
so much for education in China and England, as 
there is absolute evidence of perfect freedom in 
practice here, and unquestionably the reverse of 
anything like uniformity of results. No common 
standard is. applicable to Art as practised by our 
next neighbours. 

This is the most interesting collection yet made 
by this Society, and will charm all who visit it. 
We regard the occurrences of these gatherings as 
of the highest value in England, and extremel, 
suitable for the edification of our painters, for it 
is patent that modes of art which are not even at- 
tempted here are developed to a high degree in 
France; and that, notwithstanding the train- 
ing which insures so much technical power, here 
is no mere drilling, or cramming, but what is 
acquired is studied thoroughly. One of the painters 
whose art is most thorough is M. Corot, the 
most idyllic of landscapists, apparently the most 
absolute dreamer of poetic visions in art. He has 
mastered his art, and in the apter mode of ex- 

ression for poetic thoughts which are his own he 
illustrates the loveliness of the earth and air, and, 
in what seems at first the most indeterminate way, 
is really among the most exact and laborious 
students of that ever exact element of painting, 
form : where nothing seems to have an edge, all is 
most admirably, nay, exquisitely modelled, and 
drawn with something like perfection of outlining. 
With the indeterminate elements of landscape art, 
such as aérial effect, local and general colour, M. 
Corot deals so that few surpass him, With what 
may be considered as the scientific disposition of 
a picture, we mean chiaroscuro and composition, 
few are so fortunate. These are the means by which 
poetry is expressed in art. Seven pictures before 
us show how these means have been employed, 
and each of them is an idyll. The first which 
calls for notice is A Lane in Picardy (No. 1), a 
vista of trees at the sides of a road, with bars of 
shadow and light, a sky of exquisite pearly ten- 
derness of hue and delicate tone. The next is a 
simple gem of perfect order, styled Outskirts of a 
Wood (22). No. 33 is called The Windmill, and 
shows a line of spindling trees receding to our 
left, a mill in the mid-distance; a masterpiece 
of tone and lovely colouring: notice the fine 
draughtsmanship of the trunks, the freedom and 
precision of the boughs. Canal Scene, Holland, 





(48) is inferior to none of these,—boats, cot 
foliage in sunny, vapour-laden air. Das 
and Virgil (67), a picture, was at the Salon 
a few years since ; the poets walk in the twilight 
avenue. In the upper room will be found A 
Woman Leading a Cow (108) and The Bay of 
a (139). 

. Fantin is also an artist in the truest sense 
of the word. Like M. Corot, his works are peculiar, 
but they are the reverse of mannered, though 
perfect examples of idiosyncratic style. So to say, 
the language of these painters is always the same, 
but the thoughts are never the same: each gives 
a new idea on each canvas. M. Fantin’s flower 
ge are more purely technical triumphs than 

. Corot’s landscapes: they are idylls in their way, 
but suggestive of little else than harmonies of 
tone and colour, delicious in fidelity to nature, 
but not, so far as the subjects are concerned or the 
motives they e pathetic. M. Fantin is the 
best flower-painter, in the higher artistic meaning 
of the term, in Europe, and very few of his prede- 
cessors have a senda him in handling, in skil- 
fully harmonizing colours and tones. See his 
Rose-Tree and Oleander (2), a tall standard of the 
former flower, and of the latter a branch in deep 
pink. The half-tints of the roses seem to be 
too black, and the whole is comparatively de- 
fective in arrangement; nevertheless, let the 
student consider how solid is the workmanship, 
From this let him turn to Clove Pinks (6), a master- 

iece of painting, a perfect study of the stri 

owers, their sanguine and white streaks. The 
next is Fruit (10), pears and a peach; magnifi- 
cently luscious and crisp in tint and touch, and 
teeall enough for Velasquez. Two pictures by M. 
Fantin form a “ pair,” being White Roses (25) and 
Dahlias (28), bunches of such blooms placed in 
blue jars. The warm white of the former is de- 
rived from the fading of the flowers, many of which 
have faded, and tawney edges and crumpled leaves 
abound among them. They are autumnal blossoms, 
marked by the most exquisite gradation of tone, 
and the richest variety of tone. In respect to 
colour this is, of course, a study in harmonies of 
warm white in what may be called a high key. 
As to handling, it is a masterpiece of solidity. In 
their way, nothing of modern painting can surpass 
these examples. Refer to ‘Dahlias,’ and study 
the exquisite yet bold balancing of full and half 
tints of red, and the supreme solidity of the work- 
manship throughout. The finest of M. Fantin’s 
productions here is Pinks (46), flowers of that sort 
standing in a square glass. It is a work of extra- 
ordinary brilliancy and power ; splendid, yet quite 
harmonious in broad and deep colour. ith the 
richness of execution which distinguishes ancient 
pictures, this one has the lustre of modern modes in 
painting. See also Peaches (50), Roses and Fruit 
(83), Roses (107),and Peonies and other Flowers (142). 

Mr. Alma Tadema sends two studies made durin, 
a recent tour in Germany, 7'he Minster, Miinster ) 
and Miinster (11): the former gives the interior o' 
the famous church, looking over the crossing and 
beyond the screen, showing part of the east wall 
of the transept illuminated by the afternoon sun. 
There is here exquisite breadth and richness of light 
and shade; the effect of light on the walls varies in 
tint as it comes from one or another part of the 
com: : observe the wealthy tone and exquisite 
feeling for Nature in the distant white walls, and 
in the treatment of the under side of the nearer 

t arch. The keeping of the low screen, and 
that of the lines of — nearer —— we 
figure in the latter , is triumphant. i 
even more impasto than the painter usually dis- 
plays, this picture is as pure and brilliant as it 
is rich and deep in tone and colour. Technically 
speaking, it is a perfect study of local and 
general colour, and in the harmonious treatment 
of light and shade with colour, almost magical 
chiaroscuro is produced. The observer relishes 
the aérial effect with zest proportioned to his know- 
ledge of nature. We consider this little study to 
be worthy of the closest attention from those who 
wish to become familiar with examples of what 
may be achieved by technical powers of the rarest 
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kind applied with unusual energy and happi- 
ness, While we have thus expressed our admira- 


tion for the art of this comparatively unimportant 
study, we must not forget the pathos of the sub- 
ject; this is what nature made it, sympathetically 
rendered. The little work is acceptable as 
an illustration of the higher kind of achiev- 
ment in art, per se; its merit is not the less 
powerful, because, as with other studies proper, it is 
not difficult to separate the art from the subject. 
Now, as the subject is apt to predominate in 
English design, and half our pictures are but 
“illustrations,” it behoves those who wish well to 
painting in this country, to look with all possible 
earnestness at such specimens as those above- 
named works of accomplished painters, MM. 
Carot, Fantin, and Alma Tadema. 

Painted for painting’s sake, as one may say, 
is M. Ribot’s Study of a Head (15), with fine 
flesh execution ; an intensely ugly, but anything 
but vulgar subject, admirably treated—M. De 
Molins, in The Meet (19), sends a cleverly treated 
sketch of hounds at the outskirt of a wood, wait- 
ing, with huntsmen behind: the dogs are capitally 
designed, and grouped with skill; the spontaneity 
of this example makes it delightful ; it is painted 
with great felicity of touch and breadth.—A Fish- 
ing Village in Normandy (20), by Isabey, will 
attract theadmirers of theartist’s skill, and his feeling 
for nature in homely landscapes.—Georges Michel’s 
Fishermen on the Seine (24) is characteristically 
rich and beautiful ; a very good example of painting, 
by one of the ablest of modern landscape artists. 

The Beer-Drinker (27), by M. Roybet, shows 
high technical skill in its capital draughtsmanship, 
rich, and solid painting. We may say that its 
colour is rather too positive, and not well disposed, 
but portions are isolated, like the tints on a map. 
This work shows much insight into character and 
humour.— Another landscape, by Georges Michel, 
comes next, being Mill on the Slopes of Montmartre 
(29). The scene gives a ridge, from whence we 
look over a flat with innumerable wide belts of 
field and foliage ; the mill is near the centre of the 
mid-distance ; the whole appears under a vast 
grey rain-cloud.—M. J. Dupré’s Road near L’Isle 
Adam (382) is of that excellent but still rather 
“popular ” class of art which needs no expositor, 
and invokes attention on its own behalf. We have 
great respect for the skill and love of nature which 
distinguish M. J. Dupré, but feel that enough has 
been written about them, and, in their case, that 
“all is not gold that glitters.’ France has pro- 
duced no good landscapist whose works can be so 
easily read as those of this artist ; moreover, they 
are numerous. 

Technically speaking, one of the very finest 
things here is M. Alfred Stevens’s Lady in a White 
Dress (40), a wonderful study in the harmonies of 
white and rose colour, with superb brushcraft to 
boot. M. Stevens is one of the finest artists 
in Europe, a painter for painters, In know- 
ledge of cclour, chiaroscuro, and the mys- 
terious harmonies of tint and tone, there are not 
six men living who are fit to compete with him.— 
M. K. Daubigny’s Thames at Chelsea (41) is interest- 
ing, not only for its technical value, but as 
representing, in a fine artistic mode, Old Swan 

harf, one of the ancient picturesque sites which 
have been “improved” away. A beautiful group 
of houses, rich in composition, and delightfully 
bold and deep in colour.—Here is a small picture 
by Troyon, styled Harrowing (43), a group of 
white and brown horses, with men in blue blouses 
—elements which, all over France, lend themselves 
to produce good “colour,” much in the same way 
as, from opposite causes, old red brick houses 
lend themselves, in English landscapes, to the 
same result. This never occurs with the 
wretchedly coarse and tawdry yellow bricks now 
in vogue with “cheap” builders; still less can 
good colour, that crowning charm of suburban 
landscape, be expected to attend the employment 
of the garish buff or yellowish white bricks in 
which denizens of rural cockneydom delight. Every- 
where about large towns the so-called “malm” 
built houses erected now-a-days produce bright 





blotches on the scene; the least sense of 
colour ought to teach us that the lush varied 
and deep hue of the English verdure, rarely seen 
elsewhere, goes finely with the complement of 
the deep and varied red so easily attainable in 
brick, and so delightful in old English structures. 
—By M. K. Daubigny we have another landscape, 
Pavé de Chailly, Fortt de Fontainebleau (51), a 
vista of dark trees at suuset.—By M. Millet is 
The Old Stone House (52), which is curiously naive: 
in that respect it is like an old English water- 
colour drawing, but wrought in a richer and finer 
key, consequently with incomparably greater art 
than that of our predecessors, It shows a square 
structure of rude design, standing on a little knoll, 
with foliage and herbage of deep green sur- 
rounding it. Notice the delicate wealth of the 
tints of the stone walls, with their weather stains, 
their irregularities of texture and surface, their 
worlds of broken reflected and direct light; the 
apparently inexhaustible richness of the tints of 
grey, purple, orange, yellow, and red, which, in 
fine gradations, and in very low keys, appear on 
the surface of the house. There is a lovely phase 
on our right, masses of foliage, with a bright blue 
firmament above. In the upper room the student 
may see a collection of drawings, apparently de- 
signs for some of the more remarkable among M. 
Millet’s landscapes and idylls. These include the 
famous Angelus (131), Calling the Cows Home 
(133), Digging Potatoes (129), Men Digging (135), 
The Wayfarers (136), and The New-Born Calf 
(126); also the interior, Churning (138).—By M. 
C. F. Daubigny we observe On the Banks af the 
Oise (59), The Thames below Greenwich (63), The 
Cooper (97), which was in the Salon of 1872, and 
On the Oise (147).—By M. De Nittis is a pretty 
and lively picture of a member of the demi-monde 
in her pony carriage, driving In the Bois de Bou- 
logne (57).—By M. Humbert is a fine, grave, and 
powerfully painted Study of a Head (61). 

Among the pictures which will attract most 
attention here is M. Legros’s Portrait of Thomas 
Woolner, Esq., A.R.A. (66), a noble portrait, 
wrought with rare elaboration and consummate 
breadth of tone and colour, and as solid as flesh 
and clothes can, by careful modelling and learned 
handling, be made to appear. The force of charac- 
terization and the excellence of the likeness are 
undeniable ; the features are like the life, the “air” 
of the picture is the “ air” of the sculptor, to whose 
skill and genius the world is so much indebted. The 
shortcomings, we dare not say defects, of this work 
are, that the face is longer, less square in its propor- 
tions, and the forehead not so broad and massive 
as in nature; nor is the drawing of the eyelids 
quite so fine as that of other features, ¢. g., the 
perspective of the curves of the lids is not 
thoroughly expressed. We are thus made to feel 
that where the lower part of the face is supremely 
well drawn, the lids should have been elaborated 
to an equal degree. There is a certain irritability 
and feverishness in the expression of the eyes: we 
should have preferred a caimer and graver, if not 
more dignified look. The likeness would have 
been improved by this means. By the same is 
an admirable Portrait of Mrs. * * * (68), a 
a brilliant and rich painting ; a treasure of art in 
flesh, superbly modelled. A very fine piece of 
chiaroscuro in light is the landscape of a hollow in 
chalk, with trees, and sunny sward, styled Souvenir 
of Berkhampstead (26), by M. Legros.—We notice 
Robert Fleury’s Rent-Day (74), likewise several 
charming landscapes by Madame M. Cazin, The 
Cornfield (98), Cutting Hemp (101), The Old Manor 
(house), Possingworth (85), M. Zeim’s Cows in 
Water (120), and M. J. De Vriendt’s Mother and 
Child (122). 








Fine-Art Gossip. 


THE completion of Mr. Woolner’s statue of 
Lord Lawrence was announced in these columns 
last week. We have now examined the work 
itself, and are able to criticize it. The figure is 
of heroic size, being about ten feet in height, of 
bronze, and erect, with a cloak cast in ample folds 





f the shoulders, admirably disposs 
over one of the shoulders, admirably dj 

to give bulk to the general appearance, j ane 
is full of dignity and energetic expression, without 
exceeding that reserve which is due to monument] 
sculpture : in this respect the pose of the whole 
is in thorough keeping, so that the homogeneity 
of the design is perfect. The costume is, of course 
that of this day, and most carefully modelled 
in all details. The varying characteristics of 
different positions of the dress are rendered 
with rare skill and fidelity, such as Mr, Woolner 
has so frequently shown. Although these deta; 
are thus elaborately treated, as they should be jy 
all modern memorials, the breadth of treatment 
which is desirable has not been affected ip the 
slightest degree ; indeed, this statue surpasses, jn 
this point, any of the sculptor’s former produ. 
tions ot a like character. Mr. Woolner neve 
fails to design statues so that they look finely 
from all points of view; this one possesses 
this essential of fine sculpture in the highest 
degree ; however we examine it, the lines are 
stately and yet free from stiffness; graceful 
and stalwart, the figure seems instinct with life: 
energetic, without being demonstrative, and ele. 
gant, with abundance of strength. There is no 
parade of anatomy, yet we see a man within the 
garments, not, as is frequently the case in 
modern statuary, coats and waistcoats so laboured 
that they load the figure, or seem to support it, as 
well as to render common that which should be 
dignified. It is so fine a work that one regrets the 


opportunity has not been taken of procuring a ‘ 


second cast from the mould, to be erected in Eng- 
land ; this has been done with far inferior works, 
but, as with Mr. Foley’s Lord Hardinge, no 
replica has been insured of what will be one of 
the chief ornaments of Calcutta. We presume the 
figure is to be placed on a loftier pedestal than it 
now occupies, so as, by the foreshortening of its 
somewhat excessively long lines, to appear quite 
right. 

Fo.ey’s statue of General Stonewall Jackson, fot 
Charleston, is now nearly completed at the Mano 
Foundry, Chelsea, and is one of the best of the 
sculptor’s works. It is of heroic dimensions; asingle 
figure, standing, with a drawn broadsword in the 
right hand; this hand grasps, while it rests on, 
the hilt of the weapon: the point of the sword 
is placed on a piece of rock at the side of the 
figure, which is thus sustained, and in leaning on 
it sways slightly towards its support. Otherwise 
the form is firmly placed, and in repose, with 
abundance of energy in reserve; the head is 
turned a little to the left, the face seeming to look 
resolutely and far off, with a direct and keen 
gaze. The costume is modern, a horseman’s short 
tunic, girt by a broad belt, and buttoned close on 
the chest, with a military collar. Strong riding 
boots, reaching above the knees, and rather loose 
trousers, complete the dress; the head is bare. 
The modelling is good, but not so elaborate as 
Mr. Woolner’s; yet it is, with estimable 
breadth, sufficiently true to nature, and much 
truer than is common in modern sculpture. 
The figure looks best from the front, but composes 
well in the side views. From these three stand- 
points the spontaneity of the design is deserving 
of admiration. In this lies the highest charm of 
memorial sculpture. The defect of the work is in 
the face, which lacks vivacity, and even poetic 
suggestiveness.

«J, M. A.” writes from Seville, Nov. 6, 1874 :— 
«This art-loving and pleasure-seeking city was 
convulsed to its centre yesterday, by the announce- 
ment of the discovery that the celebrated ‘San 
Antonio,’ of Murillo, hanging in the Baptistry 
Chapel of the Cathedral, had been barbarously 
mutilated by the cutting out and removal of the 
figure of the Saint during the preceding forty- 
eight hours, in which period the curtain usually 
covering it had not been withdrawn, so far as is 
known. This is the picture for which the late 
Duke of Wellington is said to have offered as 
many ‘onzas’ as would be required to cover it, if 
the Chapter would sell it to him ; and which is 
here considered to be Murillo’s finest work... . 
Towards the middle of the foreground, San 
Antonio, in a monk’s habit, is seen in the act of 
kneeling, with face lifted, and arms extended 
towards the infant Saviour, who, surrounded by 
Cherubim, is descending through a celestially- 
irradiated atmosphere. The expression of faith 
and earnest longing in the face of the Saint, and 
that of pity and assurance of protection in that of 
the Saviour, are admirable ; and the picture was 
one of the chief glories of those remaining in this 
tewple. The picture is so well known to art- 
lovers throughout Europe that the sacrilegious 
vandalism just perpetrated ought to meet its own 
defeat directly that the fragment is offered for sale, 
which, no doubt, was the object of the robber; 
consequently, its restoration to its place may be 
hoped for, though probably the traces of the 
mutilation will be ineffaceable. This is the third 
robbery at the Cathedral within a comparatively 
recent period : the first was of a crucifix—subse- 
quently regained ; and the second, of the crown 
and pectoral cross of the image of the ‘ Virgen de 
los Reyes,’ jewellery and silversmith’s work of the 
thirteenth century, of which nothing has been 
heard since. How these robberies have occurred 
is unexplained, if not inexplicable,—after the 
second, the previously-existing nightwatch in the 
building was reinforced by two mastifis, Ex- 
travagant rumours are rife; but a very pertinent 
question is asked, viz, if these occurrences take 
place with objects exposed to the daily view, what 
assurance is there of the security of the more port- 
able articles of precious metals and stones with 
which the Sacristies of the Cathedral abound, (not- 
withstanding the spoliations which have taken 
place), and which are only brought out at distant 
intervals? There are triumphs here of metal- 
work not less admirable of their class than is the 
picture, the injury of which all Spain is now de- 
ploring ; and it behoves art-lovers in all countries 
to bestir themselves, as they can, that these, too, 
may not be ‘missing,’ when this unhappy country 
emerges from the chaos in which it is at present 
enveloped.”

HERR JOACHIM RAFF, 

Tae most prolific composer in Germany at the 
present period is Herr Joachim Raff, of Wies- 
baden. Whether he is a descendant of the famous 
Antonius Raff, the tenor of the Lower Rhine, who 
was considered to be a rival of Farinelli, and who, 
born in 1714, died at Munich in 1797, a devotee, 
after having sold his piano and given away his 
musical library in disgust, because his countrymen 
and pupils would not adopt the Italian method of 
singing, we know not; but Herr Joachim Raff is 
4 Swiss by birth: he was at first a schoolmaster, 
and then took to music as a profession. A 
letter of Mendelssohn’s was published in the 
Sydenham programme of last Saturday, dated 








November 20, 1843, and addressed to the 
Leipzig publishers, Breitkopf & Hiirtel, in which 


‘ 





he strongly recommended some compositions 
by his young friend (Herr Raff) to their notice. 
“Were the pieces signed by some well-known 
name,” wrote Mendelssohn, “I am persuaded they 
would have a very large sale, for the contents are 
such that it would be difficult to believe that many 
of the pieces were not by Liszt, Dohler, and other 
eminent players. The composition is elegant and 
faultless throughout, and in the most modern style.” 
What the illustrious composer of ‘ Elijah’ and ‘St. 
Paul’ wrote in 1843 of Herr Raff can be repeated 
in 1874. His works are “faultless” from the 
technical point of view, and are always “elegant.” 
He is essentially a musician of the romantic school 
initiated by Weber, and followed by Liszt, Berlioz, 
&c. And yet, by some strange fatality, familiar 
as his productions are throughout Germany, not 
half-a-dozen of them have ever been heard in this 
country. Dr. Von Biilow, in his Recitals last year 
(May 22nd), introduced a Suite, Op. 72, the move- 
ments of which were Preludio, Romanza, Minuetto, 
Fuga, and Toccata; but this Suite followed Beet- 
hoven’s Sonata in c minor, Op. 111, and Raff's 
imaginings, admitted to be melodic and scholastic, 
were found to be here and there hard and dry. 
After the performance for the first time in this 
country of the ‘Lenore’ Symphony at the Crystal 
Palace on the 14th, there can be little doubt much 
more will be heard of Herr Raff's compositions, 
especially of his other five symphonies, the ‘ Vater- 
land” in pv, the ‘Wald-Sinfonie, in Fr (No. 4), 
and the No. 6, in D minor, besides his chamber 
music, of which a Trio, in @ major, for piano, 
violin, and violoncello, Op. 112, penetrated to the 
precincts of the Monday Popular Concerts on the 
7th of February, 1874. But the work which seems 
to have drawn attention in Musical Europe to 
Herr Raff was produced at the Festival in Spa in 
September, 1873, on the second day of which he 
conducted his symphony, ‘Im Walde.’ Such was 
the sensation created by its execution that it was 
repeated by general desire on the third day of the 
Festival, an almost unprecedented encore. The 
Symphony has been beard since in Brussels and in 
Paris,—a Danse des Dryades, a species of scherzo, 
and a Larghetto, a réverie, being the two move- 
ments which produced the greatest effect. The ante- 
cedents, therefore, of the composer quite justified 
the Crystal Palace conductor, Mr. Manns, in 
seeking to make known here Herr Raff, who, 
however, cannot be precisely termed a young and 
rising musician, for he is now in his fifty-third 
year, and has published some two hundred pieces. 
He has lived in Cologne, Stuttgart, and Weimar, 
and, finally, settled in Wiesbaden; but his musical 
career really began late in life. 

The ‘ Lenore’ Symphony in £, No. 5, Op. 177, is 
misnamed, if we take the orthodox form of such 
an orchestral piece, with its routine of move- 
ments. The subject, as the title imports, is Biirger’s 
ballad, familiar here from the translation of Sir 
Walter Scott, and a more recent one by Mr. 
John Oxenford, whose English version was set as 
a cantata by Mr. Macfarren, and was produced at 
the Birmingham Festival in August, 1855, with 
Madame Viardot and Madame Castellan as the 
solo singers. Now Herr Raff’s setting is scarcely 
symphonic ; it isa descriptive piece in three parts, 
the first of which has an Allegro in © major and an 
Andante quasi Larghetto in a flat, depicting “ Love 
and Happiness”; the second part is the ‘ Farewell,’ 
Tempo di Marcia in c and F; and the third part 
is the ‘Reunion in Death,’ allegro, Introduction 
and Ballad in x. Herr Raff avowedly uses the 
ballad only in the final movement, his intention 
being to describe the early loves of Lenore and 
William, and the departure of the soldier to 
join the army of Frederick the Great in the 
first three sections, and next to embody the 
awful incidents of the ride, after Lenore has 
yielded to the solicitations of William to mount 
on his steed, which tramps on until the armour of 
the horseman falls off and discovers the skeleton, 
at the sight of which she dies. The movements 
are dramatic illustrations, and they may be desig- 
nated a Cantata without Words. The elaborate 
Cantabile of Part 1, and the March in the second 





ortion, will always find favour with a miscel- 
aneous audience; but the entire work was received 
with such palpable sympathy, with such marked 
manifestations of gratification, that little doubt can 
be entertained of its future position in the répertoire. 
It essentially appertains to the programme style of 
orchestration. There is no difficulty whilst recalling 
Birger’s ballad in realizing in the mind’s eye its 
appalling points. This tends to prove the poetical 
temperament of the composer. It is impossible 
to be insensible to his individuality, although 
there are here and there passages reminding 
hearers of Weber, Spohr, and Mendelssohn, 
but they are too transient to allow us to 
accuse Herr Raff of not striking out his own 
modus operandi. Strong sentiment and vivid 
development are the characteristics of his pro- 
duction. His orchestral colouring is masterly ; his 
melodious inspiration never fails him; indeed, as 
regards tune, it is poe in excess, and, 
as in Spohr, his melodic phrases are apt to be 
cloying. But how far such intensely descriptive 
instrumentation will tell on re-hearing is a 
question which has to be solved. Such profuse 
employ of varied tonalities, of such vigorous 
accentuation, may not stand the test of being 
heard too often. . To call the so-called sym- 
phony a piece of elevated classic preten- 
sion would be absurd; it is the melo - drama 
of art, but it is melo-drama in its highest 
form, interesting, and often exciting. Whether 
familiarity with such strong colouring will 
diminish the sensation of a first hearing time 
alone can show. Herr. Raff, however, has made 
his mark, and the sooner his Forest Symphony is 
produced the better able we shall be to settle his 
future rank in the list of orchestral masterminds. 
Considering the complexity of the composition, 
the execution reflects great credit on Mr. Manns 
and his band ; the jinale is a trying one, and will 
require more clearness and higher colouring than 
it received at a first performance. 

Boieldieu’s showy overture to his opera ‘Les 
Deux Nuits, the last of his some thirty lyric 
dramas, produced in Paris and St. Petersburg, 
and ae for the first time here, is not unworthy 
of the composer of ‘Zoraime et Zulnare, the 
‘Caliph of Bagdad,’ ‘ Les Voitures Versées,’ ‘ Jean 
de Paris,’ ‘ Le Nouveau Seigneur de Village,’ ‘ Le 
Petit Chaperon Rouge,’ ‘La Dame Blanche,’ alloperas 
abounding in charm of melody. One of the grandest 
and most stately of Beethoven’s overtures, ‘ Corio- 
lan,’ Op. 62, opened Saturday’s scheme : the only 
regret we feel when hearing this magnificent work is 
that it was not composed for Shakspeare’s tragedy, 
to which it would have been a splendid introduction. 
Mr. Walter Bache played superbly Weber’s Grande 
Polonaise Brillante for the pianoforte, capitally 
scored by Dr. Liszt, who, however, was not justified 
in adding as an Introduction a largo from the 
Polonaise in £ flat, Op. 21. The solo singers were 
Madame Alvsleben — who vanquished valiantly 
the difficult divisions in Mr. Macfarren’s brilliant 
bravura from ‘St. John,’ “I rejoice in my youth,” 
and sang Lieder by Schumann and Franz (the 
songs of the latter are too rarely given),—and Mr. 
Santley, who, in his best voice and sound style, 
sang Handel’s ‘ Nasce al Bosco, the prize air for 
basses, and two Lieder by Schumann. This was 
a most interesting concert, all the more so from its 
reasonable length. 





CONCERTS, 


Spronr’s name does not appear often in the 
schemes of the Popular Concerts of classical music. 
It is long since his Nonetto, in F major, for string 
and wind instruments, has been heard, and his 
Double Quartet, in E minor, is, perhaps, too rarely 
given. His sextets, quintets, and quartets for 
strings are more appreciated in Germany than his 
symphonies and overtures. His compositions for 
the pianoforte with strings have been overlooked 
here; for the run has been upon his violin pieces. 
Dr. Von Biilow is to be thanked for introducing, 
for the first time, a Quintet, in D minor, Op. 130, 
for piano, two violins, viola, and violoncello, on 
the 14th inst., and a pianoforte, violin, and vio- 
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loncello Trio, in A minor, 124, on the 16th in St. 
James’s Hall. These works are of Spohr’s latest 
period. A touching story is told in his 
Autobiography of his listening, less than a week 
before he died, to his Quintet, Op. 144, in ¢ minor, 
which he had arranged for four hands for the 
pianoforte, and regretting that he had no longer 
the power of composing. The Quintet and Trio 
under noticé are more free from mannerism than 
earlier productions ; the Trio, indeed, is beautiful 
from its very simplicity of construction and work- 
ing. The pianoforte part in the Andante con 
Variazioni, in F major, is quite lovely. The Trio 
is one of a set of three, No. 2 of which has been 
played at the Monday Popular Concerts; and 
now curiosity will be piqued to have the No. 1, in 
E minor, about which the Neue Zeitschrift of Leip- 
zig, quoted in the analytical remarks of Monday’s 

rogramme, almost raves. But judging from 
Ko. 3, so splendidly performed by Dr. Von Biilow, 
Herr Straus, and Signor Piatti, the German critic 
was right as to the “symmetry of form” which 
characterized these later productions of Spohr. 
The Quintet last Saturday was in the able hands 
of Dr. Von Biilow, M. Sainton, Herr Ries, Mr. 
Zerbini, and Signor Pezze. The same afternoon, 
Dr. Von Biilow and Signor Pezze created a great 
sensation in Chopin’s Polonaise. Dr. Von Biilow’s 
solo on the 14th was Bach’s Concerto in the Italian 
style, and on the 16th, Handel’s Suite, in p minor, 
No. 3 of the first set, which Handel modestly 
called ‘ Lessons for the Harpsichord.’ Madlle. Nita 
Gaétano, who sang on Monday, is to be praised 
for her pure style of singing Hummel’s air from 
his opera, ‘ Mathilde von Guise,’ “ L’ombrosa notte 
vien. 

The vocal event of note at the Royal Albert Hall 
Concerts has been the début of Mdlle. Johanna 
Levier, and who would be welcome if only for not 
singing pieces from the hackneyed répertoire. She 
has introduced Boieldieu’s air from his charming 
opera, ‘Jean de Paris,’ “Quel plaisir d’étre en 
voyage,” and a Cradle Song by Herr Brahms; 
both of which secured for her the suffrages of her 
hearers, especially the latter, in which she showed 
by a telling pianissimo that she is mistress of 
the gradations of sound. The lady has compass and 

er in her soprano organ—she can attack the 
igh c—and her executive skill enables her to be a 
bravurasinger. In competing with Mr. Svendsen’s 
admirable flute obbligato, Mdlle. Levier was success- 
ful. Dr. Von Biilow, in two cadenzas by himself 
on Beethoven’s Pianoforte Concerto in a, inter- 
wove most skilfully and brilliantly themes from 
the text. He was to play Dr. Liszt’s Pianoforte 
Concerto and Hungarian Fantasia last evening (the 
20th), at the “ Wagner Night.” On the “Oratorio 
Night” Mendelssohn’s ‘Hymn of Praise’ was pro- 
mised, with Mr. Sims Reeves, to be followed by 
Rossini’s ‘Stabat Mater.’ M. Sainton was the 
solo violinist on the 18th, the ‘Classical Night.” 
So far as public opinion can be judged as yet at 
the concerts, the popular favourites are the 
glee-singers, with such songs as ‘The Woodpecker’ 
and “Drink to me only with thine eyes”; but with 
an improved and larger orchestra things may 
take another turn: there ought to be at least 
seventy stringed, independently of the usual com- 
plement of wood, brass, and percussion, instead of 
the present band of seventy instrumentalists in all. 

The ninth series of Chamber Music Concerts, 
the “ Musical Evenings,” were commenced in St. 
George’s Hall on the 18th inst., under the direction 
of Mr. Henry Holmes, The programme com- 
prised Schubert’s String Quartet in c, Op. 161, 
and Beethoven’s in c minor, No. 4. The execu- 
tants were Messrs. H. Holmes, G. H. Betjemann, 
F. Amor, and Signor Pezze. Mr. Walter Mac- 
farren, the pianist, selected his own Sonata in x, 
with Signor Pezze as coadjutor, and Mendelssohn’s 
seventeen ‘ Variations Sérieuses,’ Op. 54. Miss 
E. Beasley was the vocalist. Mr. H. Holmes 
played his ‘Romanza e Toccata’ for his solo. The 
next meeting will be on the 2nd of December. 

The Brixton Choral Society commenced the 
sixth season at the Angel Town Institution last 
Monday with a performance of the Rey. Sir 





F. A. G. Ouseley’s oratorio, ‘St. Polycarp,’ con- 
ducted by Mr. W. Lemaire, and Mr. J. F. 
Barnett’s cantata, ‘ Paradise and the Peri, directed 
by the composer. Both works gratified the audi- 
ence, who summoned the two musicians to -the 
latform at the conclusion of their productions. 
The choralists are becoming more efficient, but 
the contralto section requires reinforcement. 
As the accompaniments are confined to the organ 
(Mr. Boardman) and the piano (Mr. J. Coward), 
it is the more imperative that the former instru- 
ment should be in tune. The solo singers were 
Miss §. Ferrari, Madame Poole, Mr. Dudley 
Thomas, and Mr. Thurley Beale. 





OPERAS IN PARIS. 


TuErE has been lately an influx of new works 
and revivals in Paris. The Opéra-Populaire du 
Chatelet has, after divers difficulties, been opened 
with a three-act opera, ‘Les Parias,’ the libretto 
by MM. Hippolyte Lucas and Léroy, the music by 
M. Edmond Membrée. The poet has not written 
any operatic book since he wrote the ‘Etoile de 
Séville’ for Balfe, at the Grand Opera-house, in 
1845. M. Membrée composed ‘Les Parias’ long 
since, but he has not been more fortunate 
at the Chatelet than he was at the Salle 
Ventadour, some months since, with ‘ L’Es- 
clave.’ The plot of ‘Les Parias’ lacks action and 
interest. The sceneislaid ina Portuguese settlement, 
in the vicinity of Goa. The choice of Saint Frangois- 
Xavier, the Jesuit, for the chief personage of a 
drama, leads inevitably to sermonizing, and musical 
preaching is, perhaps, not over-lively. The Saint 
restores to life Gady, a young Paria, who has com- 
mitted suicide because the pretty Maya has 
rejected him, as a member of a despised race. The 
miracle converts all the other Parias, who burst 
into a Credo, which is M. Membrée’s finest 
number, as the finale of the second act. Maya is 
the widow of an old Rajah, who, in the third act, 
has to ascend the funeral pile as holocaust for 
the deceased husband; but Maya, despite the 
exhortation of the Brahmin, is unwilling to be 
burnt. Gady is anxious to save her, and the 
Saint destroys the idol. The old Brahmin resolves 
to immolate all three ; but the Portuguese ships of 
war arrive in time to cause the retreat of the 
Indians, and Maya and Gady are made happy. 
As the Chitelet audiences went to hear opera and 
not oratorio, M. Membrée’s devotional score failed 
to please them. He was well served by a good 
band, conducted by M. Maton; by Madame 
Fursch-Madier, who was Maya; M. Prunet, who 
was the tenor Gudy ; and by M. Petit, the basso, 
who was the Saint. Madlle. Filiati was Melika, 
the sister of Gady, and M. Crapelot was the 
Brahmin. 

At the Variétés, last Saturday, there was the first 
representation of the new three-act opera, ‘Les 
Prés St.-Gervais,’ the libretto by MM. Sardou and 
Gille, and the music by M. Lecocg. It was a 
decided success. The cast is strong, comprising 
the popular Madame Peschard as the Prince de 
Conti; M. Baron as Nicole; M. Dupuis, Larose ; 
M. Berthelier, Narcisse; M. Christian, Harpin; 
Madame Paola-Marié, Friquette; Malle. Aladie, 
Angélique. The first scene is in the Quartier 
St.-Michel, and gives a perfect picture of 
old Paris, with shops, crowds of collegians, and 
market people of all kinds; the second re- 
markable scene is the Cabaret du Moulin, with 
the stage covered with grass, flowers, &c., to depict 
the Prés St.-Gervais. The libretto is amusing 
and animated, and M. Lecocq’s music is one of 
his happiest inspirations. M. Humbert, from 
Brussels, was present, as he will mount the work 
at Brussels; and Mr. Enoch, the London pub- 
lisher, was also in the theatre, he having secured 
the copyright of the opera, which will be produced 
forthwith at the Criterion Theatre, early proofs of 
the drama and score having been sent here, so that 
no time should be lost in producing the English 
version. At the second performance, profuse cuts 
were made in the third act, which only a day 
before the opera was produced had been materially 
changed. We do not describe the plot, because

Granier enacted the twin sisters ; Madame 
Alphonsine was Madame Bokro; M. Puget, 
Marasquin; M. Vauthier, Mouwrzouk; and the 
inimitable M. Jolly sustained the part he created 
in Brussels, M. Bolero. M. C. Constantin was the 
conductor. i 

It is doubtful whether the adverse judgment 
of the audiences of the Théatre Lyrique in 1964, 
upon M. Gounod’s ‘Mireille,’ will be reversed 
at the Salle Favart (Opéra Comique). The idyll 
of M. Frédéric Mistral, charming as it is, and 
wedded to equally charming music by M. Gounod, 
is yet not adapted for stage representation, 
The original cast included the names of Madame 
Carvalho, Madame Ugalde, Madame Faure-Lefeb- 
vre, MM. Michot, Ismael, Petit, &. Madame 
Carvalho gives again her exquisite delineation of 
Mireille; her coadjutors now are Madame Galli- 
Marié, who plays both the sorceress and the ‘ 
shepherd-boy ; Mdlle. Chevalier, M. Duchesne, 
tenor ; M. Melchissédec, baritone ; and M. Ismaél, 
bass ; but the extension of the work from three to 
five acts, and the restoration of pieces from the 
original score, have diminished rather than in- 
creased the interest in the story and the music, 
The opera is, in fact, too dreamy for hearers who 
look for strong dramatic incidents. The Provencal 
poem becomes monotonous when attached to 
scenic effects. The term “ Meissonier ” opera which 
is applied to ‘Mireille, indicates its defects—it is 
cloudland, and not a display of earthly passions, 
After the first act, in which is the delicious 
Cheeur des Magnarelles, and the Farandole in 
the second act, with its fine finale, excitement 
ceases. The Italian adaptation at Her Majesty's 
Theatre, with Mesdames Tietjens, Volpini, 
Trebelli-Bettini, and the late Signor Giuglini, 
and Mr. Santley, gained no hold on the public. 

Signor Fernando, the new tenor at the Italian 
Opera-house (Salle Ventadour),is popular in ‘Otello, 
his success being ascribed to a feud, between 
him and the conductor, Signor Vianesi, which 
arose from the refusal of the latter to obey the 
encore demanded for the B flat of the new singer, 
who had to sing some bars without accompaniment 
of the orchestra. Signor Vianesi and Signor Fer 
nando had such ascene in the green-room that the 


former has declared he will no longer conduct any | 


opera in which the latter may appear. In this 
weighty matter, Signor Vianesi, who in St. Peters- 
burg quarrelled with artists, exercised certainly 
the lawful privilege of a conductor, but he was in- 
discreet in opposing the vox populi, which was 
decidedly in favour of the new tenor, especially as 
he is a Frenchman. 

M. Halanzier has been happy in the début of 
a new Zerlina (‘Don Juan’) in Mdlle. Lory, a pupil 
of M. Duprez. The débutante achieved her success 
without any preliminary annoucements of her 
advent—the best test, after all, of the true artist. 
Mdlle. Daram, who sang at the Lyrique and at 
the Opéra Comique, has appeared as the Page, 
in the ‘Huguenots.’ There is every expectation 
that the new Grand Opera-house will be opened 
in January, 1875; workmen are engaged night 








and day to complete the interior. Madame Nilsson 
will leave St. Petersburg on the 20th of December 
for Paris, and, on her arrival, the full rehearsals 
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of ‘Hamlet,’ with the alterations and additions of 
M. Ambroise Thomas, the composer, will be com- 
menced. Mdlle. Krauss, who is to make her 
début in Halévy’s ‘Juive, will quit Russia for the 
French capital next month.

Surely the close of an act might at 
least be waited for before artists make their 
obeisance in answer to the ‘‘ unpremeditated 
recalls.”

‘ TRAGALDABAS.’ 

Tragaldabas, Par Auguste Vacquerie. (Paris, 

Michel Lévy.) 
Ir has been said that in this age, when it is 
not given to many to attain to an immortal 
success, it is something to have attained to an 
immortal failure. That the failure of the play 
‘Tragaldabas,’ six-and-twenty years ago, was 
such as to render it immortal, the extraordinary 
excitement which its first publication as a 
volume has this week occasioned clearly proves. 

Let us at once, however, say that great as 
is the talk in Paris about this five-act absurdity 
in rhymed verse, we do not recommend its 
purchase to our readers. We have read it 
ourselves with disappointment, and sympathize 
more with the public which howled it down 
than with the critics—numbering though they 
did Balzac and Victor Hugo in their ranks— 
who thought ‘ Tragaldabas’ a work of genius. 
It is no doubt a play that only a man of 
brains could write, but it is none the less a 
bad play, and one which could hardly have 
been expected to succeed. Of plot there is 
none! The one and only idea upon which the 
five long acts are hung is that for the lover of 
a married woman no sacrifice can be too 
great that is made to keep her husband alive. 
The lady herself hints at this :— 
Le galant par lequel une fille est pri¢e 
Lui démontre qu’ il est sinctre—en |’épousant. 
La certitude est moins facile au cas présent. 


On aime aisément une femme 
Quand elle est mariée et qu’un solide hymen 
Vous permet de lui tout demander, hors sa main ! 
Qu’est-ce qu’on risque ? On est un passant ; cela dure 
Juste le temps qu’on veut. Ah! plus d’un qui me jure 





Un amour sans limite et pour toujours fieuri 

Est épris de mes yeux moins que de mon mari! 
The lover is still more frank :— 

Le jour ov je verrais possible l’hyménée, 

Je prendrais & l’instant une fuite effrénée ! 

This is all very cynical, but all very passable 
with a Parisian public as the foundation for a 
short farce ; but a five-act play in verse needs 
something more than one such idea. The 
first three acts are relieved by the really good 
soliloquies of Tragaldabas, the supposed hus- 
band and rogue-hero of the piece. He is one 
of the most sorry wretches ever put upon the 
stage, but his speeches are clever enough. As 
Henry the Fifth is to Fastalff, so is Fastalff to 
Tragaldabas. Some of his sayings deserve to 
be remembered. For instance, “C’est trés 
dangereux, le courage!” This one is not new, 
but is well put :— 

Quel homme est innocent ? 
Lequel de ceux qui vont la téte la plus haute 
Ne frissonnerait par d’une secréte faute 
Au premier inconnu qui viendrait tout & coup 
Le regarder en face et dire : Je sais tout ! 

But these good things could not save the 
piece, because a Parisian public has with 
many artistic vices one artistic virtue at all 
events: it will not allow satire to degrade the 
forms of the higher drama. It would not 
tolerate such sentences as the following in a 
five-act play in verse at a great theatre :— 

Je suis malade, 
Je me repens d’avoir mangé de la salade. 


Or this,— 
Allons, Tragaldabas, expose 
De quel noble débat il s’agit entre vous. 
Sois prolixe. 
TRAGALDABAS. II s’agit du plat de pore aux choux. 
The fourth and fifth acts, which were those 
which were played in dumb show, are the worst, 
although they contain a few good bits :— 
TRAGALDABAS, seul. 
(11 regarde dans le chalet et tombe en extase. ) 
Oh! quel festin !—Avoir tout cela sous le nez 
Sans pouvoir y toucher! quand le maitre me prie 
Je vois sortir de terre un diner de féerie, 
Et je me sauve ainsi que devant un fiéau ! 
Moi !—Si j’étais certain que don Eliseo 
Ne saurait pas qui c’est...—TI] le saurait, j’atteste 
Qu’il n’aurait rien & dire : il m’invite, je reste ! 
Puis, je lui répondrais—il ne veut pas ma mort— 
Que je mourais de faim! Fruits ot ma bouche mord 
Déja, vins qui brdilez de couler dans mon verre, 
Quoi! vous auriez trouvé Tragaldabas sévére ! 
Je me serais enfui chastement devant vous ! 
Quand vingt péches sont 1& qui me font les yeux doux! 
Quand plus d’une bouteille est déja décoiffée ! 
Je serais le Joseph de la dinde truffée. 
Here is the moral :— 
Si l'on assomme 
Le mari d’une femme avec qui je suis bien, 
Libre de consacrer devant Dieu le lien 
Qui nous unit, il faut qu’d l’autel je la suive. 
Done, avant tout, l’'amant veut que le mari vive. 


After all the thing which will be most 
remembered, perhaps, about ‘Tragaldabas’ is 
the saying to which it has given rise, “ La 
clef de Tragaldabas.” Shortly after the failure 
of the piece, the author, M. Vacquerie, was 
present at the failure of another play. A boy 
sitting next him, instead of hissing, was 
whistling in a doorkey. He turned to M. 
Vacquerie and said, “I wish I had brought 
my big key instead of my little one. I have 
such a big one. I call it ‘ma clef de Tragal- 








dabas !’” 
DRAMATIC COPYRIGHT. 
6, Old Jewry, London, E.C., Oct. 29, 1874. 
Wir to the query of a Correspon- 


dent in your impression of last week as to the 
necessity for registering a dramatic piece, perhaps 
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you will give me space to state what is the law 
upon the subject. 

There are two modes by which the rights of an 
author may be infringed, either (1) by printing 
and publishing without his consent, or (2) by 
representation as a dramatic performance; the 
latter is, of course, in most cases of the greater 
importance to the author. With regard to (1), the 
author is — by the General Copyright Act 
in precisely the same way as in the case of any 
other bella dramatic pieces being “ books” with- 
in the meaning of the Act, and registration at 
Stationers’ Hall is, therefore, necessary in the 
usual way. 

With regard to (2), by the Act 3 & 4 Will. IV. 
Cap. 15 (Sir Bulwer Lytton’s Act), the author of any 
dramatic production is secured the sole right of re- 
presentation for a period of twenty-eight years from 
the time of publication, or, if the author is alive at 
the end of that time, for the remainder of his life ; 
and any person representing such production with- 
out the author’s consent in writing, is liable, for 
every representation, to a penalty of not less than 
forty shillings, or to the full amount of the benefit 
arising from suvh representation, or the injury 
sustained by the author, whichever may be the 
greater damage. 

By the General Copyright Act the above period 
is extended for the same term as is provided in 
that Act for the duration of copyright in books, 
namely, for the life of the author and seven years 
further, commencing at his death; or, if that 
expires before the end of forty-two years from the 
first representation, then for such forty-two years. 
Although in Section 20 of this Act it is provided 
that “the provisions hereinbefore enacted in 
respect of registering the copyright [in books] 
shall apply to the liberty of representing any 
dramatic piece as if the same were herein expressly 
re-enacted and applied thereto,” yet the 24th 
section provides that “nothing herein contained 
shall prejudice the remedies which the proprietor 
of the sole liberty of representing any dramatic 
piece shall have by virtue of the Act of Will. IV., 
or of this Act, although no entry shall have 
been made in the Book of Registry as afore- 
said.” So that no registration is necessary in 
order to enable the author to enforce his rights 
under the 2nd head.
